Sir, | 
In conformity with the Seventh Section of the Scottish 
Registration Act, 17° & 18° Vicr. ¢. 80, I had the honour to 
submit, in 1856, to Secretary Sir George Grey, a General Abstract 
of the Births, Deaths, and Marriages which were registered in 
Scotland during the year 1855, in order that the same might be 
laid before Parliament. 

I now submit to you more extended Abstracts of the Births, 
Deaths, and Marriages registered in every District of Scotland 
during that year; together with the number of [legitimate Births 
in every District, distinguishing the sexes. 

Tables of the Ages at Death, and of the Causes of Death at 
different periods of life, distinguishing the sexes, are also now 
submitied; and, considering that it would add greatly to the value 
of these were the influence of an Insular, a Mainland and Rural, 
and of «a Town residence, on the fatality of different diseases 
traced, I have divided Scotland into Three Great Divisions, and 
drawn up the Tables so as to exhibit the influence of each of these 
localities on the health of the population. _ 

I desire, in particular, to direct your attention to the interest- 
ing results arrived at, relative to the small comparative mortality 
from Phthisis (or Consumption) in the Western Islands and in 
Argyllshire, the particulars of which you will find detailed in the 
Superintendent of Statistics’ Report to me on the Causes of Death.

To aid sanitary inquiries into the State of Health of our 
‘Town populations, [ have given full tabular statements of the 
Causes of Death in each of the sexes, and at different periods of 
life, in the Eight Principal Towns of Scotland, including therein 
the great suburban Parishes of Barony and Govan. T[ have also 
prepared, but have not deemed it necessary to publish in detail, 
similar Tables for all the Scottish Towns whose respective popula- 
tions at the Census of 1851 exceeded ten thousand persons. 

As weather, but more especially mean temperature, seems to 
exert a most potent influence on the health of the popuiation, I 
have appended one Table, showing the influence of mean monthly 
temperature on the general monthly mortality. 
| Some of the additional facts brought to bear on the probable 
causes of the high proportion of Illegitimate Births in Scotland 
merit notice. 3 

It is gratifying to find the proportion of men and women who 
are able to write their names in the Marriage Register so high, that 
over all Scotland 88-6 per cent. of the men, and 77-2 per cent. of the 
women, signed their names in the Registers. The result tends to 
show, what had long been suspected, that the state of education 
among the people of Scotland is further advanced than in the 
sister Kingdom.

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REPORT TO THE REGISTRAR-GENERAL. 


SIR, 


In conformity with your Instructions, I beg to submit the 
following Report :— 


Scotland is of an extremely irregular figure, and its Mainland is so 
broken up by promontories, and indented by bays or friths, that, even at its 
most solid part, there are very few points which are above 40 miles distant 
from some part of the sea, and a much greater portion of the solid land hes 
within 30 miles of salt water. The surface also of Scotland, unlike that of 
England, is, generally speaking, rugged and mountainous, and most of it 
so unfitted for the purposes of agriculture, that it may be questioned whether 
more than a third of its surface could be rendered arable. Scotland, how- 
ever, is surrounded by Islands on its northern and western sides, a consider- 
able number of which are inhabited ; while the remainder are so precipitous 
and inhospitable, that they only afford pasture to a few sheep during summer, 
or are altogether abandoned to the wild sea-fowl, which build their nests in 
great numbers among the inaccessible cliffs. 

When the Census of the population was taken in 1851, Major Dawson, 
R.E., estimated that Scotland and its Islands contained 20,047,462 statute 
acres; but, from the imperfect. manner in which the Scottish results were 
published, it is impossible now to pick out the particulars of each County, 
so as to distinguish between the number of acres belonging to the main- 
land part of each County, and those belonging to the insular parts at- 
tached thereto. Hiven the general summary of the acreage for all Scotland 
was imperfectly given, inasmuch as, contrary to the plan pursued in Eng- 
Jand, all the channels of the sea contained between the several Islands of 
Orkney and Shetland were included as part of the solid acreage of Scot- 
land. Making such corrections as are now possible, and taking also the 
aid of M‘Culloch’s Account of the British Empire, it may be stated that 
Scotland ‘and its Islands contain about 19,656,315 statute nelish acres, 
or 30,714 square miles, including inland lakes; of which quantity about 
17,199,081 acres are on the Mainland, and 2,457,234 distributed over 
about 386 Islands, of which 155 are inhabited by one or more persons. 

In 1851, the population of Scotland amounted to 2,888,742 persons, 
of whom 1,375,479 were males, and 1,513,263 females. Of that number, 
2,719,373 dwelt on the Mainland, and 169,369 lived on the 155 inhabited 
Islands. Only 8 of the Towns in Scotland contain populations exceeding 
20,000 persons—viz., Glasgow, Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, 
Greenock, Leith, and Perth ; while 12 additional Towns, together with 3 of 
what might be termed Town Districts, would include all the Towns whose 
respective populations would exceed 10,000 inhabitants. 

For statistical purposes, the Tables of the last Census of the population 
are very imperfect, in so far as Scotland is concerned; everything seeming © 
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to be sacrificed for the idea, that the only important-fact to publish was the 
occupation of the people. It hence happens that the most important fact 
of all, viz., the ages of the people in the different districts of the country, 
was treated as a mere secondary matter; and was published in such a form, 
that though the ages in quinquennial periods are given for each County, and 
for all Scotland, we seek in vain for the ages of the Town as contradistin- 
guished from the Rural populations of each County, or the ages of the Insular 
as distinguished from the Mainland Districts. This circumstance has greatly 
cramped our endeavours to point out to its full extent the varying effect 
of Insular and Mainland and Town localities on the spread, prevalence, 
and fatality of different diseases, and limited the remarks to generalities, 
which would have been of tenfold greater interest had they in a few in- 
stances descended to particulars. 

It was not till 1854 that an Act was passed for the better Registration 
of the Births, Deaths, and Marriages in Scotland, and that Act came into 
operation on the lst of January 1855. The Parochial and Burghal 
Divisions of Scotland were adopted as the basis of the measure; and, as 
the previous Registers had been in the hands of the Sessions of the Esta- 
blished Church, the Session Clerks were, in most cases, appointed the 
first Registrars under the Act. Where the Parish or Burgh was too large 
to be attended to by one Registrar, the Sheriff was empowered to divide 
it into one or more Districts, when the Parochial Board or Town Council, 
asithe case might be, nominated a Registrar to each District. Under this 
system, every Registrar being under the direct control of the Registrar- 
General, and of each Sheriff in his County, no Superintendent Registrars 
are required, as is the case in England. 

In order to secure to the Central Registry Office in Edinburgh an 
original of every Register, and at the same time preserve also an authentic 
original in every Parish, all the Register Books are kept in duplicate, and, 
before the copy is sent to the Central Office, the two copies are carefully 
compared by the District Examiner, appointed under the provisions of 


the 18 Vict. cap. 29, sec. 38, aided by the Registrar, when all errors are | 


noted and as far as possible corrected, and both Registers docqueted by the 
Examiner. This is the only, and also the best plan, for preserving the 
original Register from fire, and‘ from being unlawfully tampered with, to 
both of which it would have been liable if left alone in the hands of the 
Registrar ; any damage to the one copy can also be supplied from the other. 
As Registration was comparatively new to Scotland, it was natural to 
expect that some deficiencies would occur in the Registers at the first start- 
ing of the Act; but so carefully had the Act been drawn, and so many 
means had been devised to check the exact number of Deaths and Marriages, 
that from the very commencement of the operation of the Act, on the Ist 
January 1855, it is believed that scarcely one Death or Marriage which 
occurred from that period has been omitted to be registered. ‘The checks 
devised for securing the Registration of the Births were not so effectual at 
first ; so that, for the first month during which the Act was in operation, 
there was a deficiency in the Registration of the Births to the extent of 
one half, and for the second month to the extent of one quarter, below what 
they ought to have been. From that date, however, to the present, the 
system has worked so efficiently, and the people themselves have been so 
anxious to avail themselves of the benefits arising from the Registration of 
the Births of their children, that there is good reason for believing that very 
few Births indeed now escape Registration. | 
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For the purposes of Registration, Scotland was, in 1855, divided into 
1027 Districts; and all the subjoined Tables are prepared from the facts 
entered in the Register Books of these Districts. No old records exist 
sufficiently perfect to afford any means of comparing the varying proportion — 
of Births, Deaths, or Marriages in Scotland for previous years; but, as the 
peculiar manner in which Scotland is broken up into insular and mainland 
portions seemed to afford peculiar facilities for studying the influence of 
soil, climate, season, etc., on the forms and proportions of the fatal diseases 
which prevail among the inhabitants of each of these localities, after con- 
sidering Scotland as a whole, the various influence which an Jnsular, a 
Mainland, and, as contrasted with both, a strictly Town situation, bears on 
the proportion of Births, of Deaths, and Marriages, will be pointed out, but 
more especially the influence of these three localities on the prevalence and 
fatality of different diseases. 

In 1855, the population of Scotland, estimated to the middle of the 
year, amounted to 3,005,958 persons, of whom 1,433,863 were males, and 
1,572,095 females. For convenience of comparison, this population is 
divided into three great Divisions—Insular, Mainland, and ‘Town popula- 
tions, according as the residence of the parties is on the Islands, in the Rural 
Districts on the Mainland, including the smaller Towns with less than ten 
thousand inhabitants, and in the larger Towns or Districts so closely con- 
nected therewith that they could not be conveniently separated. 

The population of the Insular Districts, including Orkney, Shet- 
land, and the Western Isles, is estimated at 166,487 persons in 1855, of 
whom 76,760 were males, and 89,727 females; the population of the 
Mainland Districts is reckoned at 1,764,378 persons, of whom 858,541 
were males, and 905,837 females; while the population of the Town Dis- 
tricts is estimated at 1,075,093 persons, of whom 499,553 were males, and 
575,940 females. 


BIRTHS. 


93,349 Births were registered in Scotland during the year 1855; 
giving the proportion of 310 Births in every ten thousand persons of the 
estimated population. ‘This, however, gives no true indication of the actual 
proportion, seeing that so many Births escaped Registration altogether

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during the earlier months of that year. It is useless, therefore, to compare 
the proportion of Births to the population with that occurring in England 
or other countries, as thereby only false conclusions would be “drawn ; “Still, 
much valuable information may be elicited from the facts registered. 

It has often been pointed out, that wherever there is a great waste of 
life, there, by a wise provision of Providence, there is a greater number of 
Births. ‘This is confirmed by the Registrations in Scotland during 1855. 
It is well known that the Déaths in the Towns are much more numerous in 
proportion to the population than those in the Country; and that, notwith- 
standing of this, the population increases in the Towns at a much more rapid 
rate than it does in the Country. The relative proportion of Births in Town 
and Country accounts for this. In the Insular Districts, where the population 
is very nearly stationary, there were only 224 Births in every ten thousand 
of the population ; in the. Mainland Districts, where the population is 
slowly increasing, there were 302 Births in every ten thousand persons of 
the population; while in the Town Districts, where the population is rapidly 
increasing, but where also the proportion of Deaths is very high, there were 
$37 Births in ev ery ten thousand persons. This relation is so constant in 
every country and locality of which accurate statistics have been kept,. that 
it must be regarded as one of the ascertained laws of vital statistics. 

In all countries the male Births exceed the female in number, the pro- 
portion varying in different years from 104 to 106 males to every 100 
females. In 1855, there were registered in Scotland 47,804 male Births, 
but only 45,545 female; being in the ee tion of nearly 105 Oe 2

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males to every 100 females. This proportion varied, however, to a con- 
siderable extent in the Insular, Mainland, and Town Districts. Thus in the 
Insular Districts 105°6 males were born to every 100 females; in the Main- 
land Districts, 106 males to every 100 females; while in the Town Districts 
the proportion was only 1038°5 males to every 100 females. This fact, that the 
proportion of males is lower in the Towns than in the Country Districts, has 
been long noticed, and various hy ypotheses have been advanced to account for 
it, The: universality of the fact shows it must depend on some cause con- 
nected with a residence in Towns, and that it has little or nothing to do 
with race, or with the age of the respective sexes at Marriage, or with 
social or political institutions; and M. Giron de Buzareigne’s “conclusion, 
that it depends on the deterioration in the physical strength of the parents 
by a residence in Towns, seems to afford as near a solution of the matter 
as our present knowledge enables us to attain. 

Of the 93,349 Births, 7357 were illegitimate; giving the proportion 
of 7°8 per cent. of the Births as illegitimate. As this is a proportion lower 
than what has been ascertained to prevail in subsequent years, it goes far to 
show that a larger proportion of these than of the legitimate Births escaped 
Registration during the first few months the Act was in operation. The 
proportion of il legitimate Births, however, in the several Counties of 
Scotland varied very much; for, while those included in the Northern 
and North-western Divisions of Scotland only furnished 4°6 per cent. of 
the Births as illegitimate, the proportion of illegitimate Births was 11:9 per 
cent. in the Counties included in the Southern Division, and 13 per cent. 
in those included in the North-eastern Division. . When first the fact 
of the large proportion of illegitimate Births was made known through 
the Quarterly leports, it excited a great deal of attention,—indeed, the 
interest has gone on increasing to the ‘present day, and much crude theory 
has been started in the endeavour to account for the fact. As yet, how- 
ever, we seem to.be as far as ever from the solution of the problem; and 
this, probably, in a great measure from the circumstance that we have 
only got at one of the numerous facts which bear on the case. Let. us, 
then, endeavour to ascertain as many facts as possible which seem to bear 
on the subject. 

In almost all the Continental States, whatever be the proportion of 
illegitimate Births among the rural populations, it is especially 1 in the Towns 
that Illegitimacy acquires enormous dimensions. Thus in France, though 
the strictly rural population on a ten years’ average only exhibited 4 per 
cent. of illegitimate Births, the 363 Chief Towns of France yielded 20°8 per 
cent. of the Births as illegitimate, while in Paris 82°8 per cent. of the Births 
were illegitimate. ‘Take another instance. In Sweden, trom 1850 to 1855, 
in the total population, 9°3 per cent. of the Births were illegitimate ; but in 
_ Stockholm, during the same period, 43-3 per cent. of the Births were illegiti- 
mate. Ih Scotland, however, a somewhat opposite state of matters seems to 
prevail, inasmuch as in the Rural Districts on the Mainland the proportion 
of illegitimate Births is much higher than in the Town Districts. Thus, in 
the Town Districts, 7:1 per cent. of the Births were illegitimate; but in the 
Mainland Districts, the proportion of illegitimate children was 8°6 per cent. 
of the Births. The Insular Districts, however, proved a remarkable ex- 
ception to this, and held what might almost be called the normal relation to 
the Towns, inasmuch as in them only 4°3 per cent. of the Births were illegi- 
timate. This striking fact, then, of the inversion of the usual proportion 
of illegitimate Births in the Town and Country Districts, might induce the 
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suspicion that [legitimacy in Scotland and Tllegitimacy on the Continent 
were to a great extent different things. 

The first important fact to point out is, that in Scotland the illegitimate 
Births are almost solely confined to the labouring classes; and that the 
mothers of such children chiefly consist of women employed about a farm 
or in agricultural labour, of factory girls, of domestic servants, and of per- 
sons engaged in needlework. This fact the Registers of 1855 have made 
abundantly evident, although the exact number of each class in each County 
cannot be quoted, both because many of the Registrars neglected to enter the 
occupation of the mother, and because the statistical staff is not sufficiently 
numerous to enable all the important particulars which would bear on this 
subject to be extracted from the Register Books. The Registers, however, 
have been unable to throw any light « on the very singular circumstance, that 
among every one of the above named classes the tendency to Illegitimacy is 
twice as great in the Counties included in the North-eastern and Southern 
Divisions of Scotland, than among the corresponding classes of the great 
manufacturing and mining Counties which constitute the South-western 
Division. It may be mentioned, too, as an interesting fact, that few or no 
illegitimate Births occur among that peculiar race which inhabits our fishing 
villages. 

“The subjoined Table, showing the proportion of illegitimate Births in 
the several Divisions and Counties of Scotland, taken along with the above 
statement, shows that in certain Counties agencies are at work, whereby, 
among all the classes subject to their influence, the tendency to give birth to 
illegitimate children is twice as great as among the same classes in other 
countries. Can these agencies, then, be referred to any common cause ?—for 
a common cause it must be, seeing that in these Counties it affects in an 
equal proportion the inhabitant of the Town and the dweller in the Country. 

If we refer to the Table which gives the proportion of parties who 
signed the Marriage Register, we shall find the apparently anomalous fact 
manifested, that the Counties which show the highest proportion of illegiti- 
mate Births are the very Counties which are in ‘the highest condition as to

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education, in so far as such a conclusion can be drawn from the Marriage 
Register. And, on the other hand, the Counties which produce the fewest 
illegitimate Births are those where education is, speaking in a general 
way, at the lowest ebb. Thus in Ross and Cromarty, where only 3°7 per 
cent. of the Births were illegitimate, no fewer than 36:7 out of every hun- 
dred males, and 49°4 in every hundred females, could not write their own 
names. In Inverness, where only 5:6 per cent. of the Births were illegiti- 
mate, 28°2 in every hundred males, and 45:6 in every hundred females, could 
not sign their own names. In Lanark, where only 6°5 per cent. of the 
Births were illegitimate, 15 in every hundred males, and 30:2 in every hun- 
dred females, could not sign their names. While in Aberdeen, where no 
less than 13°1 per cent. of the Births were illegitimate, only 2:2 in every 
hundred males, and 10°5 in every hundred females, could not sign their own 
names; and in Dumfries, where 13°5 per cent. of the Births were illegiti- 
mate, only the small proportion of 3 in every hundred males, and 86 in 
every hundred females, could not sign their own names in the Marriage 
Register. This striking fact, then, proves that the large proportion of Ille- 
gitimacy in these highly educated Counties is not a sin resulting from 
ignorance and debasement; for every one who is acquainted with these 
Counties knows how intelligent are the natives, and that, as moral beings, 
they are if anything of a somewhat higher cast than the generality of the 
inhabitants of those Counties where Ilegitimacy is at a much lowerebb. A 
minute examination of the Marriage Returns would probably prove this to 
be the case, and show that the true explanation was, that while the Counties 
in which [legitimacy was at a low ebb abounded in improvident Marriages, 
the superior educational acquirements, and consequent more thoughtful 
habits engendered thereby, prevented these improvident Marriages in the 
Counties where Illegitimacy was high, but that, unfortunately, the moral 
training had not been carried so far as to enable them to master their natural 
passions. 

The same apparent close connection is not observed in England to any- 
thing like the same extent, probably from the circumstance that the educa- 
tion of the whole people is so much lower than that of the Scottish people, 
so that the educational element has much less power or influence in England 
than in Scotland. 7 

Let us take Dumfries and Aberdeen as examples of Counties in which 
illegitimate Births are in great excess, and contrast them in this respect with 
Lanark and Haddington, in which the proportion of illegitimate Births is 
small. In Dumfries, while 13°5 per cent. of the Births were illegitimate, 
Marriages were in the low proportion of 538 in every ten thousand persons 
of the population. In Aberdeen likewise, while 13:1 per cent. of the Births 
were illegitimate, Marriages were in the low proportion of 61 in every ten 
thousand persons. In both these Counties, then, though both are advancing 
rapidly in commercial and agricultural prosperity, agents were at work 
which pressed heavily as a check to Marriage, and to which the educated 
population of these Counties responded. Contrast then this, with the state 
of matters in Haddington,—a purely agricultural County, with a population 
nearly stationary,—and with that in Lanark, the most busy and prosperous 
County in Scotland. In Haddington, only 8-1 per cent. of the Births were 
illegitimate, and Marriages took place in the proportion of 66 in every ten 
thousand of the population. In this County, therefore, the prudential check 
to Marriage operated less strongly than in Dumfries or Aberdeen; more 
Marriages, accordingly, took place, and just in the same proportion was the 
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diminution of Illegitimacy. In Lanark, again, only 6:5 per cent. of the 
Births wefe illegitimate ; but the Marriages were so numerous, that they 
amounted to 85 ‘Marriages j in every ten thousand of the population. In this 
ill-educated County, then, there appeared to be scarcely any check.on Mar- 
riage; it may, phowian: safely be inferred that improvident Marriages were 
common, and the natural consequence was, that the proportion of illegiti- 
mate Births was very small indeed. Promihioutaalese seen that we feel 
inclined to attribute’ no small proportion of the Mlegitimacy to the incon- 
tinence of youth, which in some Counties finds its legitimate channel in 
Marriage, though it may be in improvident Marriage, while in cthers the 
rudential check operates so strongly that it results in Ilegitimacy. 

ut the same conclusion may be arrived at by regarding the subject 
from another point of view. It has been shown that [legitimacy i is most 
common among the rural population. It may therefore be asked, whether 
any circumstances exist amon g the agricultural populations of those Counties 
where the illegitimate Births are most numereus, which act as a bar or check 
to Marriage toa greater extent than in those Counties where Illegitimacy 1s 
less prevalent among the rural population ? 

Now, it isa well known fact, that the smaller the size of the farm, the 
more it is worked ;with the assistance of unmarried young men and women, 
who are fed in the house, and either sleep in the farm- house, or offices, or, 
if the farm be larger, in bothies set apart for this purpose. In fact, it is only 
on the large farms that married men are employed; so that, in many 
districts, as soon as a young man marries he loses his situation as plough- 
man, and is forced to become a common labourer, dependent on his daily 
work for his daily bread. By a Return published in the Miscellaneous 
Statistics of the United Kingdom in 1857, we learn the number of farms in 
the various Counties of Scotland rated ee L.20, and the extent of land in 
each under a rotation of crops; and it is extremely instructive to see how 
closely, in many cases, the smallness of the average size of the farms in a 
County corresponds with the proportion of illegitimate Births,—the smaller 
the average size of the farms, the greater being the number of the illegitimate 
Births. Thus, in Banff, the farms paying L.20 and upwards of annual 
rental only average 64 acres each; and it may be argued that, as a natural 
consequence, there can be few situations in such farms for Srantied men, and 
therefore the illegitimate Births amounted to 13:6 per cent. of the total 
Births. In Aberdeen, the average size of the farms which pay L.20 and 
upwards of rent yearly is only 66 acres, and hence we have 13:1 per cent. 
of the Births illegitimate. In Dumfries, the average size of the farms pay-

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ing L.20 and upwards is 87 acres only, and the proportion of illegitimate is 
13°5 per cent. of the Births. In Kirkcudbright, the average size of the 
farms is 88 acres, and 12:0 per cent. of the Births are illegitimate. Take, 
on the other hand, a few of the Counties with larger farms, and on which a 
greater proportion of married men are employed, and compare the result. 
In the County of Edinburgh, the average size of the farms paying L.20 and 
upwards is 114 acres, and among the rural population only 6°8 per cent. of 
Births are illegitimate. In Fife, the average size of the farms paying L.20 
and upwards is 110 acres, and only 6°6 per cent. of the Births are illegiti- 
mate. In Haddington, the average size of the farms paying L.20 and 
upwards is 219 acres, and only 8:1 per cent. of the Births are illegitimate. 
Now, although these few startling facts convey some general idea of the 
apparent connection between the size of the farms and the proportion of 
legitimacy, they fail to supply the fact which is chiefly wanted, and that 
is, the relative number of small farms—farms which are cultivated by the 
tenants themselves, or with the aid of one or two assistants. Any one can 
at once see from the above statement, that the state of matters on the large 
farms, on which alone the farm-servants are lodged in bothies, can have com- 
paratively little influence on the proportion of Illegitimacy occurring in a 
County ; and that it is not the large farms (which are comparatively few in 
number), and where the labourers lodge in bothies, but the small farms, 
which are laboured by the tenants themselves, or with the aid of one or two 
male or female assistants, who sleep in the house or offices, and are treated 
in all respects as one of themselves, which furnish the great proportion of 
illegitimate Births in the Rural Districts. 

All the statistics which have been published relative to Illegitimacy 
on the Continent of Kurope, show that the proportion of males to females is 
less than among the legitimate Births. Thus Quetelet has shown, from an 
extensive series of observations relative to eleven of the chief States of 
Europe, that while the legitimate Births yielded 106 males to every 100 
females, among the illegitimate Births there were only 103 males to every 
100 females. As Illegitimacy in Britain is not quite the same thing as 
Illegitimacy on the Continent, it might be expected that even in this it 
would exhibit some difference; and accordingly in England, though the 
proportions differ considerably in consecutive years, on the average, while 
104°5 males are born to every 100 females among the legitimate Births, 
104°8 males are born to every 100 females among the illegitimate. In so 
far as one year can show such a fact, Scotland seems to agree more with the 
Continent of Europe, inasmuch as, while the legitimate Births showed that 
104°9 males were born to every 100 females, among the illegitimate Births 
there were 104°5 males to every 100 females. The difference, however, in 
the Divisions of Scotland, relative to the proportion of the sexes in the 
legitimate and illegitimate, was very great. Thus, in the Insular Districts, 
among the legitimate Births there were 105°5 males to every 100 females ; 
but among the illegitimate, 107°6 males to every 100 females. In the Main- 
land Districts, there were among the legitimate Births 106°2 males to every 
100 females; but among the illegitimate, 108°1 males to every 100 females. 
In the Town Districts, however, all this was reversed ; for while among the 
legitimate Births there were 103-5 males to every 100 females, among the 
illegitimate Births there were only 98°3 males to every 100 females—being the 
doubly strange anomaly of the proportion of jllegitimate males not only being 
much lower than among the legitimate children, but being absolutely fewer 
in number than the female illegitimate Births. This circumstance, then, of 
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the absolute preponderance of females among the illegitimate Births in the 
Town Districts, affords the strongest possible confirmation of the truth of M. 
Giron de Buzareigne’s conclusion, as to the weakening of the physical strength 
in the parents being the cause why the normal excess of male Births (viz., 
105 males to 100 females) is not attained in Towns; and such facts should 
afford a valuable hint to those who desire male progeny, seeing that they 
almost make it apparent that the female Births preponderate in consequence 
of the want of development of the normal physical powers of the parents. 

Before leaving the subject of [llegitimacy, one fact which the Register 
Books partially disclose, must not be overlooked; inasmuch as it bears out to a 
great extent the deductions previously drawn, and also tends to show that, in 
the Country at least, the great amount of [legitimacy is not properly ascrib- 
able to vice. As Registration was new to Scotland, and it was desirable to 
make it, at first, as little burdensome as possible, all the particulars regard- 
ing the mothers of the illegitimate children have not been entered on the 
Register Books so fully as they ought-to have been. But in several of the 
Districts, intelligent Registrars have entered particulars which throw some 
light on the subject. One of the most important of these i is, that the parents 
of many of the illegitimate children are cohabiting as married parties, are true 
to each other, and are rearing a family. For instance, in a few of the Rural 
Districts of Aberdeenshire, in the case of 212 illegitimate Births, it is entered 
on the Registers that in 150 cases it was the mother’s first child; in 38, 
it was the mother’s second child ; in 13, it was the mother’s third child; in 
6, it was her fourth child; in 4, it was her fifth child ; and in 1, it was her 
seventh child; and, as in most of these cases the father had acknowledged 
the paternity, the presumption was as has been stated,—a conclusion con- 
firmed, in some cases, by notes which the Registrars transmitted along with 
their Returns, 


Though not agreeing with these Registrars as to the causes of the pre- 


valence of [llegitimacy, or thinking that the remedies they propose would 
to any great extent abate the evil, “it is perhaps due to them to state, that 
some suggest, that could the par ents, without trouble or expense, register 
their Marriage in some simple form, these cases of concubinage would cease 
40 exist, and the children would be legitimated by the law of Scotland. 
Other Registrars, who notice the same state of matters, are inclined to 
attribute it to the high proclamation fees, which induce parties to cohabit 
without going through the form of Marriage, rather than pay what they con- 
sider the exorbitant demand. The high proportion of [legitimacy, however, 
is attributed by others to the too easy law of Marriage in Scotland, especially 
in so far as regards the subsequent legitimation of the child, as by that law 
all children born of the same parents previous to the Marriage are legiti- 
mated by the parties subsequently marrying each other any time during life. 
‘They think that that law conduces to increase illegitimate Births, inasmuch 
as the woman, knowing that the child which may be born will sustain no 
legal damage if she should succeed in getting its father subsequently to marry 
her, yields herself too easy a prey to him, taking her chance that the Birth 
of a child will secure his consent to the Marriage. For these and other 
reasons, certain parties have endeavoured to raise an agitation for an altera- 
tion in our Marriage laws; and should such ever be done, it is to be hoped 
that no changes will be rashly made till their whole bearings on this impor- 
‘tant subject shall have been fully considered. 

As the full number of Births which occurred during the year was not 
registered, it is scarcely fair to Scotland to compare the number of legiti- 
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mate Births to each Marriage with those in the sister Kingdom. This is the 
usual manner in which the fruitfulness of Marriage is guessed at; and it is 
surprising that, even with the acknowledged deficiencies in the Registration 
of Births in Scotland during 1855, the proportion of legitimate children to 
each Marriage considerably exceeds that of England for the same year. 
Thus in Scotland there were 4:3 legitimate children to every Marriage ; 
while in England, for the same year, there were only 3°9 legitimate children 
to each Marriage; and from this fact it might be inferred that the women 
of Scotland were more prolific than the women of England. 'The want of 
a sufficient statistical staff has prevented us from extracting from the Registers 
the number of twins and triplets registered during the year, the ages of the 
mothers, and the number of children which each mother had at the date of 
the registration of her last child. ‘To show, however, a small part of the 
interesting and valuable information which might have been extracted from 
these Registers, a Table is appended, showing at five yearly periods the ages 
of the mothers of the legitimate children born in Edinburgh during 1855, 
together with the number of children each had on the birth of the last child, 
that child being also included in the number of Births. The number of 
children given in the Table does not correspond with the number of the total 
legitimate Births in Edinburgh, seeing that all those cases had to be omitted 
where the mother’s age, or the number of children she had borne, had been 
omitted to be entered on the Register. From this Table it will be seen that 
by far the greatest number of mothers were between the ages of 25 and 35. 
Out of 4208 mothers, 100 (or 2°3 per cent.) were under 20 years of age; 
and of these, 85 had each 1 child, 13 had 2 children, and 2 had 3 children. 
848 of the mothers were from 20 to 25 years of age; 1221 from 25 to 30 
years of age ; 1051 from 30 to 35 years of age; 693 from 35 to 40 years of 
age; and 295 above 40 years. The 3 oldest mothers were each in their

mothers had each given birth to twelve children; 13 mothers had each 
thirteen children; 2 mothers had each 14 children; 1 mother had 15; 1 
had 16; 1 had 173 and 1 mother had 18 children. The 4208 mothers had 
among them 15,709 children, thus giving to each mother 3-7 children; in 
other words, showing the fecundity of the women of Edinburgh to be 3°7 
children for every fruitful Marriage. The facts which we possess on this 
most interesting subject are so few, and have either been drawn from such 
questionable sources or from such a limited field, that little or no reliance 
can be placed on the conclusions deduced therefrom. Thus, Mr Sadler, 
from the data furnished by 471 Marriages, found that 4:8 children were 
born to each Marriage; but, from another series of 1027 Marriages, found 
that only 4:1 children were produced by each Marriage. The Statistical 
Society of London found that 1506 fruitful Marriages among the population 
of St George’s-in-the-East, London, yielded an average of 5:3 children_to 
each Marriage; but the data in all these cases were far too limited to permit 
even an approximation tothe truth. It will also, in all probability, be found 
that the lower the class the greater will be the number of children to the 
Marriage; and, for the reason before explained, that among the lower classes 
the infantile mortality 1s very great, and the sooner a woman loses her child 
the sooner does she again become pregnant, and bears another to supply its 
place. Hence, it will likely be found that in the middle and better classes, 
as more children are reared past the stage of infancy, so among them fewer 
children will be born to each Marriage. We have at present, however, no 
facts on which to ground this conclusion, though the Registers of 1855 could 
furnish the necessary materials for such an interesting inquiry. 





MARRIAGES. 

19,680 Marriages were contracted and registered in Scotland during 
1855, which gives the proportion of 654 Marriages in every hundred thou- 
sand of the population. ‘This is a proportion very far below the Marriage 
rate of England, which, on a ten years’ average, shows that 846 Marriages 
were contracted annually in everv hundred thousand persons of the popula- 
tion. ‘This is an extremely curious result, but one which is not accidental ; 
indeed, it might have been suspected that such would be found to be the 
case, seeing what were the facts brought to light on this subject when the 
census was taken in 1851. It was then ascertained that, whereas in 
England 34 in every hundred men, and 33 in every hundred women, were 
married, the proportion of the married in Scotland was only 30 in every 
hundred men, and 28 in every hundred women. ‘This circumstance at once 
explains the fact of the much smaller proportion of women bearing children 
in Scotland than in England. For instance, in England, during 1855, there 
were in the proportion of 14:3 children born alive to every one hundred 
women between the ages of 15 and 45; but in Scotland, during the same 
year, only 12°7 children were born alive to every one hundred women at 
the same ages; or, to speak in a general way, there were, in an equal number 
of women who were from 15 to 45 years of age, 14 mothers in England 
for every 12 in Scotland. : 

Marriage is one of those events which is to a great extent influenced 
by external agencies, such as low price of food, plenty of work, briskness of 
trade, and consequently high wages. Accordingly, as the demand for labour 
of all kinds is much greater in ‘l'owns, as there the population is increasing 
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rapidly and few need be idle who are willing to work, the proportion of 
Marriages would naturally be expected to be much higher in them than in 
the Country Districts, where the population is nearly stationary, and room 
for a new family is only caused by the death of theold. Accordingly, it was 
found that, during 1855, Marriages were contracted in the truly stationary 
populations of the Insular Districts in the low proportion of 434 Marriages 
in every hundred thousand persons living; in the Mainland Districts, where 
the population was slowly increasing, at the rate of 572 Marriages in every 
hundred thousand persons; while in the Town Districts, where the popula- 
tion was rapidly increasing and the demand for labour was great, the 
proportion was 827 Marriages in a like population. 

During the year, 8879 Marriages were solemnized according to the 
rites of the Established Church of Scotland ; 4665 according to the rites of 
the Free Church; 292 according to those of the United Presbyterian Church; 
1826 according to those of the Roman Catholic Church ; 350 according to

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the rites of the Episcopal Church; 923 according to those of all the other 
numerous Religious Sects; and in 76 Marriages no information on this point 
was given ; while 9 were irregular Marriages. 

Of the 19,680 Marriages, 15,251 were contracted between bachelors 
and spinsters; 557 between bales ou and widows; 1863 between widowers 
and spinsters; 619 between widowers and eS ; and in 1890 Marriages 
the condition of the parties was omitted to be entered. 

Of the 19,680 males who married, 1010 were under 20 years of age; 
and of these one was under 15 years “of age, one was under 16 years, 12 
were under 17 years, 73 under 18 years, 267 under 19 years, and 657 under 
20 years of age. Most Marriages took place among the males between 
the 20th and 25th year of life, 6714 males having contracted Marriage at 
that period of life. The next most common age for Marriage with men was 
from 25 to 30 years of age, 5832 males having married at that age. After 
this age, speaking in a general way, the number of Marriages contracted by 
men diminished nearly a half every quinquennial period, until only 4 Mar- 
riages were contracted by men between 75 and 80 years of age, and one by 
a patriarch between his 85th and 90th year of life. 

Women, on the other hand, were, generally speaking, married at an 
earlier age than men; for whereas only 1010 men entered into the married 
state under 20 years of age, 3070 women, or more than three times the 
number of men, married at that early age. By far the largest number of 
women, however, entered the married state before the 25th year of life; of 
the total 19,680 women who married, 11,118 were under 25 years of age, 
8048 of these being between their 20th and 25th year of life. During the 
next quinquennial period, viz., from 25 to 30, only 4914 women contracted 
Marriage ; being little more than half the number of women as compared 
with the number’of the previous five years. After this the numbers went on 
diminishing by about a half during every quinquennial period, till only 8 
women contracted Marriage when between 60 and 65 years of age, 4 between 
the ages of 65 and 70; while one spimster between 70 and 75 was the oldest 
woman married in Scotland during 1855.

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The general rule of Marriage, in so far as shown by these ‘Tables, seems 
to have been, that the advantage of age was on the side of the men; and 
this seemed to hold good with regard to the Marriages of bachelors with 
spinsters, of widowers with widows, and quite remarkably so with regard to 
the Marriages of widowers with spinsters. All this, however, was reversed 
In the case of the Marriages of widows with bachelors; the general rule 
being, that the widow was the senior in age. Even the most cursory ex- 
amination of the Table shows this to be the case. Thus, whereas 110 of the 
bachelors who married widows were under 25 years of age, only 53 of the 
widows were under that age. There is no difficulty in understanding how 
this should be the case. The status which the widow had acquired by her 
former Marriage presented inducements to the unsettled bachelor which 
gave the widow a great advantage over her unmarried sisters; and as power 
is dear to every heart, a younger member of the opposite sex was selected, 
as more likely te leave that power in her hand than if the chosen second 
husband had been her senior in years. 

Of the 19,680 men who married during the year, only 2244 signed the 
Marriage Register by mark; giving the very low proportion of 11:4 in 
every hundred men who could not write their own names. Of the 19,680 
women who married during the year, 4506 could not sign their own names, 
but signed the Marriage Register by mark; thus giving the proportion of 
22°8 in every hundred women who could not write their own names. In 
other words, out of every hundred men, 88°6 were able to sign their names 
in the Marriage Register, while only 11:4 signed by mark; while out of 
every hundred women, 77:2 were able to write their names in the Registers, 
while only 22-8 signed by putting their mark. 3 
Considering all circumstances, this is a very creditable result for 
Scotland; and tends to show that the general education of the people of 
Scotland is ahead of England. Thus for the same year 1855, in every 
hundred men in England, only 70°5 could write their names in the Marriage 
Registers, while 29°5 were obliged to affix their mark. On the other hand, 
of every hundred women in England, only 58:8 could write their names in 
the Marriage Registers, while 41:2 had to affix their mark. It is a remark- 
able fact, that there is only one County in Scotland, viz., Ross and Cromarty, 
where the proportion of men who had to sign by mark was so high as the 
average of all England; and only three Counties, viz., Shetland, Ross and 
Cromarty, and Inverness, where the proportion of women who had to sign 
by mark equalled or exceeded the common English mean. In not one of 
the English Counties, in 1855, was the proportion who signed by mark so low 
as 10 in every hundred men, while in no fewer than 22 of the Scottish 
Counties the proportion was below that low mean; while in two Counties, 
Kinross and Selkirk, every man who married was able to write his name in 
the Register. 





DEATHS. 


62,004 Deaths were registered in Scotland during the year 1856, 
which gives the proportion of 206 Deaths in every ten thousand persons of 
the estimated population. If this proportion, therefore, be at or near the 
average mortality, it will prove Scotland to be one of the very healthiest 
countries on the face of the globe. Even England, in which we might 
expect that very much the same amount of mortality might prevail, falls 
far behind Scotland in this respect ; inasmuch as, while a ten years’ average 
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shows that 221 persons are cut off annually in every ten thousand persons, 
there were cut off during the year 1855 at the rate of 226 persons in every 
ten thousand inhabitants, or 20 more in the same number of persons than 
in Scotland during the same year. It is a fact which has long been esta- 
blished, that the inhabitants of Towns die at a much higher rate than the 
natives of the Country; and, accordingly, the inhabitants of the Insular 
Districts of Scotland were only cut off at the rate of 161 in every ten 
thousand persons, the inhabitants of the Mainland at the rate of 176 Deaths 
in every ten thousand persons, while in the Towns 264 persons died during 
the year out of every ten thousand persons. 


Sex appears to have a powerful influence in modifying the rate of | 


mortality. Thus, while over all Scotland males died in the proportion of 
213 out of every ten thousand male persons in the population, only 199 
females died during the year out of a like number of females. ‘This excess 
of male Deaths was observed in the three great Divisions of Scotland, 
though in one to a greater, in another to a lesser extent. Thus, in the Insular 
Districts, while 168 males died in every ten thousand males, only 156 
females died out of the same number of females. In the Mainland Dis- 
tricts, however, the proportion of male and female Deaths was nearly alike; 
for 178 males died in every ten thousand males, and 172 females in a like 
number of the female population. In the Town Districts, on the other 
hand, the waste of male life was much greater; seeing that 281 males died 
out of every ten thousand of the male population, while only 248 females 
died out of a like number of females. As the consumption of male life is, 
therefore, greater than that of female life, we cannot but admire the wisdom 
of that law of our physical being which provides that more males shall be 
born than females; seeing that, notwithstanding that excess, it happens 
that in every old state the living females exceed the males in number. 

As this is the first time that the mortality of the inhabitants of Scotland 
has been accurately ascertained, it is important to compare the Deaths at 
the different ages with the population living at the same ages, in order to 
see both how it agrees and how it differs from that in the sister Kingdom, 
and also to furnish us with a standard of comparison with the mortality in 
our great Towns and Rural Districts. The ordinary division of ages has 
been adopted for this comparison, both because it is sanctioned by nearly 
universal use, and also because by it alone can the separate important 
periods of life be clearly distinguished. Hence, under 20 years the ages 
are given for every five yearly periods, and above 20 years in decades. The 
advantages of this division are, that the acknowledged distinct periods of

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life, or ages of man, are given separately; that the period of growth is not 
mixed up with that of maturity; that the period when childbearing ceases 
in the one sex, and w hen the first climacteric change occurs in both Sexes, 
is included in the same decade—viz., from 40 to 50 that the term of 60 
years, when, by universal assent, the active period of life is considered to 
terminate, ends a decade; and that threescore and ten years, beyond 
whose portals so few pass, are recognised as another important terminating 
| point in the scale of human life. It is greatly to be regretted that, in esti- 
mating the proportional mortality at the different ages in England, these 
recognised principles have been departed from, so that the Tables giving 
the ‘proportional Deaths at the different ages are not available for com- 
parison. 

In casting our eye over the Scottish Tables, the first point of interest 
is the comparative mortality of the sexes at the different ages; and it is not 
a little interesting to observe that, at all ages, the proportion of male Deaths

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to the population, is greater than that of the female Deaths Thus, while 
in every ten thousand living, 608 males under 5 years of age died during 
the year, only 566 females were cut off at the same ages; from 5 to 10 
years, 82 males, but only 78 females, died annually out of every ten thousand 
of each sex; from 10 to 15 years, 48 males, but only 45 females, were cut 
off out of every ten thousand of each sex living at these ages,—and this, in 
Scotland, proved the most healthy period of life—that at which the mortality 
attained a minimum—that at which the chances of Death were least. From 
15 to 20, the period of puberty, 72 males, but only 58 females, died in every 
ten thousand of each sex; so that even at that age, which is commonly 
thought to be the most trying to the female, her life was better than that of 
the male, she was less liable to be cut off. The next period of life, 20 to 30, 
is that when, if it all, female mortality would naturally be expected to exceed 
that of the male. But no! In Scotland, it appears that, notwithstanding 
all the superadded dangers of childbirth, female life is, even then, more 
valuable than male life; for, while 91 males died ont. of every ten thousand 
males living at that age, the Deaths among the females only amounted to 
71 in every “ten thousand living females. It is quite true that the English 
Tables show that from 15 to 35 years of age female life in England i is some- 
what less valuable than male life, inasmuch as a ten years’ average shows 
that, proportionally, more females than males die at these ages. But it by no 
means follows that the same law prevails in Scotland; for, though one year’s 
results cannot be with certainty depended on as giving general averages, 
the difference between the mortality of the sexes is so striking, that it may 
be surmised that future years will only establish this interesting fact. In 
Scotland, then, from the period of Birth up to 90 years of age, the female 
mortality i is lower: at every period of life than that of the male; and, were 
the facts not too few to afford even an approximation to a oeneral ‘result 
after that age, the same greater value of female life would be shown to pre- 
vail to the termination of life. 

Not having it in our power, from the deficiencies of the Census, to 
ascertain whether the same higher estimate of female life at all ages prevails 
in the Mainland, in the Insular, and in the Town Districts, we must content 
ourselves by a reference to the proportion of Deaths at different ages and 
sexes in the Eight Principal Towns alone. Of these, by far the largest are

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Glasgow* and Edinburgh ; in both of which it will be seen, by a reference to 
Tables XH. and XIV., that at every period of life the female mortality was 
lower than that of the male—thus agreeing with the results deduced from all 
Scotland. In Paisley, also, the results correspond with those of all Scotland. 
In Dundee, however, from 5 to 15 years of age, and again from 30 to 50, the 
female mortality was slightly higher than that of the male. In Aberdeen, 
the female Deaths exceeded the male only between the ages of 30 and 40. 
In Greenock, the female mortality was slightly higher between the ages of 
5) and 10, and again between 30 and 50; while in Perth female mortality 
was higher from Birth to 15 years of age. It cannot be doubted that in 
these latter Towns the discrepancy arises from the fewness of the events; 
seeing that in all statistical inquiries it is invariably found, that the fewer 
the events, the more the details differ from the general or average results. 

These Tables of the proportion of Deaths at different ages further 
show that, for both sexes, the most healthy period of life is from 10 to 15 
years of age. At that age the chances of Death are only about half what 
they were during the previous, or during the subsequent, quinquennial 
periods. From Birth up to 10 years of age the mortality diminishes year 
by year; but after the 15th year of life is past, the mortality slowly but 
steadily increases up to the 60th year of life. When once this period of 
_life is passed, every progressive decennial period doubles the proportion of 
Deaths till all are cut off. 

These Tables of the Deaths at the different ages show, however, another 
fact which is worthy of notice. ‘The comparative healthiness of a Country, 
District, Town, or Class, is accurately indicated by the proportion of 
Deaths which occurs annually in a certain population. But the same con- 
clusion may be also arrived at, or rather that conclusion may be confirmed, 
by ascertaining the proportion of children under 5 years of age who are cut 
off annually out of those living at the same age. Children, from their more 
feeble constitutions, are more easily affected by the agencies which surround 
them than are adults; and hence the comparative mortality among them 
affords a tolerable indication of the sanitary state of the locality in which

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they reside, and of its social condition. It is quite true that exceptional 
circumstances might arise, when both the test of the proportion of Deaths 
among the total population, and that among children under 5 years of age, 
might fail to indicate the true sanitary condition of a District or Town ; iat 
the cases are so very few in which such exceptions do arise—if they have ever 
been observed—that the rule may be regarded as absolute. It is quite true 
that much misconception has arisen on “this point ; but this has originated 
not from the writings of statisticians or sanitary Inquirers whose object was

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who, in order to spare their Town or District the imputation of being in a bad 
sanitary condition, wished to get rid of the tell-tale hard facts of the excessive 
mortality, and tried to exclude from their calculations and sight all the 
Death Returns of those years during which any epidemic prevailed, crying 
out it was the exceptional, and not the constant and general case. These 
writers seem entirely to forget that epidemics are the very diseases which, 
more than any others, test the healthiness or unhealthiness of a Town or 
District ; for it is a well-ascertained law regarding them, that just in pro- 
portion to the low sanitary condition of the locality, is the severity with which 
its inhabitants are handled by such epidemics. Moreover, it is a remark- 
able fact, that localities in this low sanitary condition are rarely long free 
of epidemics of one kind or other. It may be Cholera one year, but next

Norr.— Having no other data, the population of the respective Towns has been estimated on the 
supposition that from 1851 to 1855 they were increasing at the same ratio as between 184i and 1851. 
This probably rather over-estimates the population of Perth and Leith, while it somewhat under- 
estimates that of Paisley, but especially of Greenock. We have no means, however, of knowing 
when Greenock population began to increase—probably not earlier than 1854, so that the calcula- 
tions cannot be very far wrong for 1855. Even, however, allowing that Greenock was from 1851 
increasing at the full rate of increase of Births over Deaths in 1855, it would not alter its position 
in any of the appended Tables, as it would still show it to be one of the most unhealthy Towns in 
Scotland, showing a mortality of 3-48 Deaths in every ten thousand persons. All acknowledge that 
a ten years’ average gives a fair view of the healthiness of a Town. Now we find that in the eleven 
years, 1846 to 1856 inclusive, the Deaths in Greenock ‘amounted to 15,756, giving 1,432 as the mean 
annual number of Deaths. As the year of the census in 1851 falls in-the middle year of this period, 
and thus gives the true population, this shows that the mean mortality in Greenock is 3:82 per cent. 
of the population, or 382 Deaths annually in every ten thousand persons—thus more than confirm- 
ing the conclusion previously arrived at, that it is one of the most unhealthy Towns in Scotland. 
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had been decimated by the previous epidemic. In the search for truth, 
then, the epidemic years must never be overlooked, but are to be regarded 
as our most valuable guide,—a guide which a kind Providence has wisely 
provided to call our attention to the fact, that some of the laws of health 
have been seriously disregarded in that locality. 

Limiting, then, our present survey to the Eight Principal Towns of 
Scotland, we find that, whether arranged according to the proportion of 
Deaths to their respective populations, or according to the proportion of 
Deaths among the children under 5 years of age, they arrange themselves 
in nearly the same order; Aberdeen, as the healthiest, being at the head of 
both lists, Greenock, as the most unhealthy, being at the bottom of both.

But there is yet another mode of arriving at a tolerably correct estimate of 
the comparative healthiness of a Town or District, and one which is capable 
of being applied to those numerous cases where we are ignorant of the 
numbers of the population. ‘This is by ascertaining what is the proportion 
of Deaths which occur under 5 years of age. Even by this imperfect mode 
of estimation, we find, that if we take the Three Great Divisions of Scotland, 
or the Eight Principal Towns, they arrange themselves almost in the 
same order, as to healthiness, as if they had been classed in the order of least 
mortality compared with the living population. These facts are shown in 
the acccompanying Table.

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It'is thus seen that there are three modes of estimating the comparative 
healthiness of a District or of a Town: first, by estimating the proportion of 
annual Deaths to the living population ; secondly, by estimating the propor- 
tion of Deaths under 5 years to the living under 5 years; and thirdly, by 
ascertaining what proportion the Deaths under 5 years bear to the total 
Deaths. ‘he latter course is only to be followed when we have no means of 
ascertaining the actual population; and it is satisfactory to know that, speak- 
ing in a general way, it gives a very close approximation to the truth. 


CAUSES OF DEATH; oR, THE DisEASES CAUSING DEATH. 


As most individuals are cut off by some specific disease, and this is the 
first time that an opportunity has been presented of knowing the diseases which 
prevailed among the inhabitants of Scotland, the accompanying Tables (XX. 
and X XJ.), showing the proportion in which a few of the principal diseases, 
and all the classes of disease, proved fatal in Scotland and in its ‘Uhree Great 
Divisions, and in the two sexes, will prove an interesting contribution to vital 
statistics. The Table for all Scotland will also serve as a valuable means of 
comparison with the mertality of each disease and class of diseases prevailing 
in the several Towns. By referring to the Summary Table of the Causes of 
Death in all Scotland, p. 60, it will be observed that a full tenth of the Deaths 
_had no cause of Death assigned them. As these Deaths of which the causes 
were not known were in nearly the same proportion, as to age, that the Deaths 
were of which the causes were ascertained, in estimating the per centage of 
Deaths from different diseases to the population, a correction has been made 
for the proportion of Deaths whose causes were not ascertained. Were this 
not done, a false estimate of the proportion of Deaths from each disease, or 
2ach class of diseases, would have been given ; but, by making this correc- 
tion, and allowing to each disease or class of diseases its fair proportion of 
the Deaths whose causes were not specified, as true an estimate of the 
mortality of each disease is obtained as it is possible to get. In like manner, 
in stating the relative proportion of Deaths from each disease, the per cent- 
age to the total specified causes is alone given, inasmuch as, had the propor- 
tion to the total Deaths been given, as in the English Tables, the mortality 
from each disease would have been given at least ten per cent. below the truth, 
inasmuch as the numbers of Deaths assigned to each disease do not include 
their proportion of the non-specified causes; which ought, therefore, to be 
excluded from the whole number of Deaths with which they are compared. 

In the Tabulation of the causes of Deaths, the old classification of 
diseases, which has been m use in England for upwards of 20 years, has 
been adhered to; and the reasons for doing so are given in full in the Edin- 
burgh Medical Journal for June 1860. or statistical purposes, it has many 
advantages over that new classification of diseases, endeavoured to be thrust 
on the medical profession, whether they approve of it or not; while it does not 
pander to any medical theories which may be in vogue to-day, and be dis- 
carded as false to-morrow. 


Cuass I. Zymotic Diseases. 
Of the classes of disease, it will be seen, from Tables XX. and XXL, 


that the most fatal in Scotland was the Zymotic, or Epidemic and Con- 
tagious, Class; seeing that, during the year, that class cut off 13,582 
persons, or in the proportion of 49 in every ten thousand individuals in the 
population, and constituted no less than 24:1 per cent. of the total Deaths. 
In the Three Great Divisions of Scotland, however, the proportion of 
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persons cut off by these epidemic diseases differed greatly ; forin the Insular 
Districts they cut off only 33, in the Mainland 40, but in the Towns 67 
persons, in every ten thousand of the population. Town life, therefore, 
appears to favour the destructive action of epidemics; and it does this in two 
especial ways,—/irst, by spreading them, through their supposed contagious 
or infectious property, by the almost unavoidable close interecommunication 
which the crowded mhabitants are necessitated to have with each other; 
secondly, by the enfeebled health which a Town’s residence occasions, partly 
by the want of active exercise in the open air, partly by spending so much of 
life in close unventilated apartments, or in occupations otherwise unfavourable 
to health, whereby the system is less able to withstand or throw off disease. 

As the usual epidemic diseases in Scotland fall most heavily on the 
young, it was natural to expect that the proportion of male Deaths from that 
class of diseases would exceed that of the female; and, accordingly, we find 
that 50 male Deaths occur for every 49 females in every ten thousand of 
each sex. It would appear, however, that this excess of male Deaths in 
epidemics is solely caused by the high mortality prevailing in Towns; for 
in the Insular Districts, in every ten thousand of either sex, the Deaths 
among the sexes were equal, viz., 83 in each; while in the Mainland Dis- 
tricts, the female Deaths exceeded the male, or 38 males died for every 41 
females. This is what might almost naturally be expected, seeing that the 
care of the sick falls on the females, who are thus brought more closely in 
contact with them, and, if there be any truth in the doctrines of contagion, 
might be expected to suffer in a higher ratio than the males. In the Towns, 
however, 71 males died from these Zymotic Diseases out of every ten thou- 
sand living, while only 64 females perished out of a like number of females, 
—a fact, however, at once explained by the circumstance of the proportion of 
infantile Deaths being much higher in the Town than in the Country Districts. 

It was stated above, that the mortality from the Zymotic Diseases ought 
not to be excepted, or the years during which virulent epidemics reigned, 
when judging of the healthiness of a Town or District, because epidemics 
were the barometers by which we were able to judge almost infallibly as 
to the sanitary condition of the locality relative to which we were inquir- 
ing. Let us see, then, what would be the order in which eight of the Prin- 
cipal Towns of Scotland would arrange themselves, if classed according to 
the order of least mortality from epidemic diseases as compared with the 
population. Here, again, Aberdeen is found at the head of the list as the 
most healthy of the Towns, and Greenock at the bottom as the most un- 
healthy ; while the others range themselves nearly in the order in which 
they stood when placed according to the relative proportion of Deaths to 
their respective populations, and absolutely in that of the least mortality 
among children under five years of age.

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of 52 males. to 43 females. Of the 1209 Deaths from Small-pox, 983 were 
under 5 years of age, and 154 above 20. More than a third of the total 
mortality, or 431 Deaths, occurred in children under 1 year. Small-pox 
being one of those diseases which, though appearing and mainly spreading 
as an epidemic, seems also undoubtedly to be easily propagated by con- 
tagion, might naturally be expected to manifest its chief ravages in the Town 
Districts, where the population is crowded, and where the possibility of sepa- 
rating the sick from the healthy is consequently difficult in many instances. 
Accordingly, it is found that, while in the sparsely inhabited Insular Districts 
the Deaths from that disease were in the proportion of 16 only in every 
hundred thousand persons, the proportion rose in the Town Districts to the 
high rate of 74 Deaths in an equal population; while the Mainland Districts, 
from containing small Towns and villages, exhibited a medium mortality of 
34 Deaths from Small-pox in every hundred thousand persons. The accom- 
panying Table shows the proportion in which the Hight Principal Towns of 
Scotland suffered from Small-pox during 1855. While Paisley had only 
in the proportion of 2 Deaths in every hundred thousand inhabitants, 
Glasgow had 60, Perth 92, Dundee 166, and Greenock no fewer than 343 
Deaths from Smaill-pox in a like population. 

From the investigations which have been made regarding Small-pox, 
and the notes received from the Registrars, it has been demonstrated, that by 
far the greatest part of the Deaths resulting from that disease occurred in per- 
sons who had never been vaccinated, and that, were vaccination properly 
attended to, few Deaths indeed would result from the disease. Several other 
interesting facts have, however, been noticed. In several instances the disease 
has been introduced to a Town or District, by a person who had the disease 
at the time coming to that Town or District, and communicating it to persons 
who were not protected by vaccination, and the first attacked in these in- 
stances were persons who had never been vaccinated. In these circum- 
stances, the disease could be clearly traced to spread by contagion only; but, 
after it had once fairly established itself, it broke out on all sides as a true 
epidemic, seizing both those who had_ been vaccinated, and those who had 
not. The fatal cases, however, were almost all confined to the unvaccinated ; 
and it was quite apparent that, had it not been for the large proportion un- 
protected by vaccination, the disease would have died out before it had time 
to become epidemic. To one Town, the disease was introduced by an un- 
vaccinated. native, who in travelling by the railway sat in the same carriage 
with an individual who had the disease on him. In another Town, the 
disease was introduced by a pauper whose child was affected by Small- 
pox, when, instead of the Parochial Board of the place, when the child was 
taken ill, secluding child and mother, and subjecting the child to proper 
medical treatment, they sent her to the Parish of the child’s birthplace ; 
and the child dying in the Town, the disease rapidly spread from that point 
as a centre over the whole Town, and caused numerous Deaths. 

These facts prove the necessity of some legal enactment—if not to 
enforce vaccination on all as a safeguard to the public generally—to prevent 
persons labouring under contagious diseases travelling from one part of 
the country to another, if paupers, being sent from one Parish to another, 
till thoroughly recovered. Surely the lives of human beings are more valu- 
able than those of cattle; and if we have stringent Acts to prevent the spread 
of infectious diseases among the latter, these facts prove it to be at least 
equally required to protect our-own race from disease, in so far as legal 
enactments can do such. 
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Measles cut off 1180 persons in all Scotland; of whom 237 were under 
1 year of age, 827 between 1 and 5, and 116 above 5 vears of age. Measles 
thus prov ed fatal in the proportion of 43 Deaths in every hundred thousand 
persons living,—a mortality less than that of: Small-pox. In the Mainland 
Districts of Seotland: Measles only cut off in the proportion of 19 persons 
out of every hundred thousand living; but, in the Town Districts, the pro- 
portion was 79 Deaths ina like population. The Insular Districts presented 
the striking anomaly of furnishing a mortality nearly as great as in the 
Town Districts,—69 Deaths from Measles having occurred in every hundred 
thousand persons inhabiting these Districts. 

Scarlatina, during the year, cut off 2138 Pees of whom 1073 were 
males, and 1065 females. Of these, 19 males and 39 females were above 
20 years of age. It thus proved fatal in the proportion of 78 Deaths in 
every hundred thousand persons living, and was, after T'yphus Fever, the 
most fatal of all the epidemics. The Insular Districts were remarkably 
exempt from that disease during the year, and only lost in the proportion of 
10 Deaths in every hundred thousand inhabitants. In the Mainland Dis- 
tricts, the proportion of Deaths was 71, and in the Town Districts 99, in 
every hundred thousand persons living: thus again in a marked manner 
showing the influence of a Town residence in ‘increasing the fatality of 
epidemic diseases. 

Hooping-cough proved fatal to 1903 persons, only 101 of whom were 
above 5 years of age, and of these, only 6 above 20 years. The mortality 
of Hooping-cough was, therefore, in the proportion of 69 Deaths in every 
hundred thousand persons. In the Insular Districts, the proportion was 21 
Deaths, in the Mainland Districts 54 Deaths, but in the Town Districts 99 
Deaths, in every hundred thousand inhabitants. Hooping-cough was one 
of the few ae diseases in which the female mortality exceeded the 
male; seeing that 76 females, but only 62 males, were cut off in every ten 
thousand of the respective sexes during the year. It will be interesting to 
note, in subsequent years, whether this circumstance is a constant or only 
a casual occurrence, and, if a constant, what it is which causes that disease 
to cut off a larger proportion of the feitials sex,—whether, during the disease, 
fatal convulsions are more common in female children than in male, or what 
other cause can give rise to the higher female mortality. 

Croup cut oif 873 persons, of whom 473 were males, and 400 females. 
Of these, 745 were under 5 years of age, 121 were between 5 and 10 years, 
6 were between 15 and 20, and one was between 20 and 25. Croup 
therefore proved fatal in the proportion of 31 in every hundred thousand 
livin 

se cut off 1320 persons during the year, hanes very nearly the 
same number of Deaths as that produced by Small-pox; being in the pro- 
portion of 48 Deaths in every hundred thousand persons.. No disease ex- 
hibited more strongly the influence of site on its prevalence and fatality 
than Diarrhea ; for, while the Insular Districts only furnished 17 Deaths 
in every fedsed housnd persons, the Mainland Districts yielded 34 
Deaths, and the Town Districts 75 Deaths, in like populations. 

Typhus (along with which is classed Gastric) Fever was the most 
fatal epidemic of the year, furnishing 2419 Deaths, 1176 of whom were 
males, and 1243 females. Unlike the epidemics previously reviewed, the 
great mortality from this disease occurs not in infancy: but in riper years ; 
so that, while only 690 Deaths occurred therefrom under 10 years of age, 
1729 took place above that age. It is a great mistake, however, to imagine 
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that the disease is limited to riper years. The greatest absolute number of 
Deaths during any quinquennial period occurred between 5 and 10 years 
of age, 259 children having fallen victims to that disease during that period 
of life. That disease thus proved fatal in the proportion of 86 Deaths in 
every hundred thousand persons in the population. The Gastric form of 
the disease was that which chiefly prevailed over Scotland; every now and 
then, however, even in different members of the same family, assuming the 
true typhoid type. No disease shows more clearly how much might be 
done to ameliorate the condition of our peasantry than the high mortality 
of this disease in the Insular and Mainland Districts, —60 Deaths in the 
Insular, and 73 in the Mainland Districts, having occurred during the year 
in every hundred thousand persons living. The close unaired house, with 
its fixed windows, built on a damp undrained site, with the dunghill against 
its side walls, and. its “jawhole” for the deposit ef every kind of fluid filth 
in front; its inmates, consequently, constantly, when at home, breathing a 
tainted atmosphere, and moreover at night shutting themselves in the un- 
wholesome box beds, where they are half asphyxiated before morning, —these 
known facts render it wonderful, not that the mortality is so high, but that 
it is so low. They, however, show how much the health of the rural in- 
habitants might be improved were their dwellings and habits 1 NEO ed. 

Though neither Typhus nor Gastric Fever assumed the truly epidemic 
form in any part of Scotland, the Town Districts, as might be expected, 
exhibited a mortality much higher than that of the Insular or Midland 
Districts, 116 Deaths having occurred in every hundred thousand persons 
living ; and, in them, the disproportion between the mortality of the two 
sexes was greater than in these other Districts, seeing that males died from 
these Fevers in the proportion of 127, but females only in that of 107, out of 
every hundred thousand of the respective sexes. It would be both interest- 
ing and instructive to inquire into the probable causes of the ore mor- 
tality from Typhus and Gastric Fevers in the male. 

Of the Hight Principal Towns, it is remarkable that the Abeietia mor- 
tality from Typhus and Gastric Fevers should so far exceed that of the 
other Towns, being no less than in the proportion of 170 Deaths from these 
diseases in every hundred thousand persons,—that of Leith being 37, Perth 
63, Edinburgh and Dundee 83, Paisley 99, Greenock 103, and Glasgow 
137, in like populations. 


Cuiass IT. Diseases of Uncertain Seat. 


The Diseases of Uncertain Seat proved fatal to 2535 individuals in Scot- 
land during 1855, and thus cut off in the proportion of 93 persons in every 
hundred thousand living. Of this class of diseases, Dropsy used to constitute 
a very large proportion; and by the old Registers this disease seemed to be 
much more fatal than it appears to be by the Registers of the present day. 
This, however, arises from the increased medical knowledge of the present 
day, which recognises in most cases the cause of the Dropsy to consist in 
organic disease of the heart, of the liver, of the lungs, or of the kidney, under 
each of which are registered the cases which in the old Registers were at- 
tributed to Dropsy. Hence it happens, that most of the cases now registered 
under Dropsy are those in which no qualified medical practitioner has been 
in attendance, who could give a certificate as to the true cause of Death ; 
the informant being alone ‘able to state that Dropsy was the disease which,

in his eyes, had given rise to the fatal result. Only 1220 Deaths from 
Dropsy were registered in Scotland in 1855, giving the proportion of. 44 
Deaths in every hundred thousand persons in the general population. Of 
these, 517 were males, and 703 females; being in the proportion of 39 males 
and 49 females in every hundred thousand of the respective sexes. 

Cancer cut off 871 persons during the year, being in the proportion of 
31 Deaths in every hundred thousand persons. Only 261 of these were 
males, while 610 were females; so that, in so far as the Registers show, 
Cancer is a much more prevalent and fatal disease in the female than in the 
male, being, in fact, in the proportion of 20 males to 42 females in every hun- 
dred thousand of each sex. It is almost the only disease whose mortality is 
nearly uniform in the inhabitants of the Insular, Mainland, and Town Dis- 
tricts ; so that it may be fairly described as a disease not influenced by locality 
or external agencies. 


Cuass III. Tubercular Diseases. 


After the Epidemic the next most fatal class of diseases is the Tubercular, 
which, indeed, includes the disease which, of all others, is most fatal to the 
human race in Britain,—viz., Phthisis or Consumption; besides Hydroce- 
phalus, Tabes Mesenterica, and Scrofula. This class of diseases proved fatal 
to 10,007 persons in Scotland during the year, and thus caused in the pro- 
portion of 8366 Deaths in every hundred thousand persons in the population, 
or a fraction more than 174 per cent. of the ascertained causes of Death. It 
is instructive to note, as showing how equally the whole population of Great 
Britain is affected by the causes which give rise to these Tubercular Diseases, 
that in England, during the same year, very nearly the same proportion of 
Deaths occurred from Tubercular Diseases, viz., 364 in every hundred 
thousand persons living. It has often been stated that the diseases of the 
Tubercular Class were more prevalent in Great Britain than in any other © 
country ; but this is a great mistake, as in many countries the mortality from 
this disease is much higher. ‘This is the case, for instance, with the more 
temperate States of America. In the State of Massachusetts, for example, 
a five years’ average shows that diseases of the Tubercular Class prove fatal 
in the proportion of 479 Deaths in every hundred thousand persons in the 
population ; and if in more tropical countries the mortality appears less, it is 
because the Deaths from the various epidemic diseases are so high, and 
these epidemics prevail so generally among the population, that they cut off 
most of them who would otherwise have fallen victims to these more slow 
and lingering maladies. 

These Tubercular Diseases, however, are known to be encouraged and 
produced, and have their fatality increased, by all those causes which tend 
to enfeeble the human frame,—such as residence in Towns, more especially 
residence in a low-lying, damp situation, or in crowded close apartments, 
where, from insufficient or no ventilation, the inhabitants are forced to 
breathe air vitiated by respiration, or by noxious effluvia of any kind from 
drains, cesspools, or dung-heaps,—bad or insufficient supply of food, want 
of active exercise in the open air, etc., etc. In fact, the Tubercular Diseases 
might be defined to be diseases of debility, in which, from feebleness of the 
vital powers in the assimilation of food, the nitrogenous matters were not 
sufficiently oxidated, and were, consequently, thrown out as albuminous 
deposits in varlous organs essential to life. 
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If this be the proper view of the nature of these diseases, it ought to be 
found that the inhabitants of the Towns, where so many elements hurtful to 
health exist, from which the rural inhabitant is free, should suffer from these 
diseases in a much higher ratio than the dweller in the Country, who spends 
so much of his time in the open air, breathing the fresh and pure breezes of 
heaven. Accordingly, we find the strongest confirmation of the truth of 
these views-in the fact, that while in the Insular Districts of Scotiand only 
237 Deaths from Tubercular Diseases occurred in every hundred thousand 
living, the proportion was 285 in the Mainland Districts, but rose to the 
very high proportion of 515 Deaths in a like population in the Town 
Districts. 

When the attention is directed to the Hight Principal Towns of Scot- 
land, it is seen that the proportion in which they suffered from that class of 
diseases varied greatly ; and that, most unexpectedly, one of our busiest sea- 
port and manufacturing Towns—Dundee—for this year, stands at the head 
of the list as that in which the mortality from the Tubercular Class of 
Diseases was lowest. 


Per centage of Deaths from Tubercular | 
Diseases to Population. 
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It is difficult to account for Dundee occupying this position, inasmuch as, 
from so many of its inhabitants being engaged in the sail-cloth and other 
manufactories, it might have been expected that the mortality from the 
Tubercular Class of Diseases would have been very nearly the same as that 
of Paisley. It would appear, however, from the old Registers, that for 
years the mortality from that class of diseases has been comparatively low;* 
and it would be an interesting subject of inquiry, What are the causes which 
lead to that result? Several years’ accurate statistics, however, would require 
to be had before any reliance could be placed on conclusions which at 
present rest on insufficient data. 

As illustrating the nature of that class of diseases, however, it is in- 
structive to note that, of the other Towns (and probably, on an average of 
years, of all the Towns), Edinburgh and Leith present the smallest mortality 
from the Tubercular Class of Diseases. The position of Edinburgh on sloping 
hills, and its consequent free natural drainage, its neighbourhood to the sea, 
and the thorough ventilation of all its steep streets and closes by the breezes, 
to which it is more than agreeably subject, sufficiently explain its position at 
the head of the principal Scottish Towns as the most free from Tubercular 
Diseases ; while much the same causes account for Perth and Aberdeen 
following so- closely in the wake. Paisley and Glasgow, from being great 
manufacturing Towns, naturally have a high mortality from that class of 
complaints—a mortality, probably, in no small degree increased by the low, 

‘damp, level sites on which both Towns are built. But of the Eight Principal

Towns, the highest mortality from that class of diseases occurs in Greenock, 
where the Deaths from the Tubercular Diseases amounted to the very high 
proportion of 659 Deaths in every hundred thousand persons. The very 
high epidemic mortality in that Town might have been expected to have 
diminished the Deaths attributed to the Tubercular Diseases, as it cannot 
be doubted that a great many of those whom the epidemics cut off would 
otherwise have more slowly fallen victims to the diseases of the Tubercular 
Class. The circumstance, however, of these two classes of disease having 
— so very fatal during the same year, goes far to show that in that 

own something is at serious fault, either in the sanitary arrangements, or 
in the social habits of the people, which merit a most searching investigation. 
Greenock, however, is built on a site which never can be a healthy one,— 
close under the north-east foot of a high hill, on the banks of a river which 
receives the whole drainage and sewerage of that overgrown Town, Glasgow ; 
consequently, its atmosphere must always be imperfectly ventilated, and over- 
loaded with moisture,—two elements which, when combined, are prejudicial 
to health, and which would require all its sanitary arrangements to be in a 
very perfect condition to bring the health of its inhabitants to the standard 
of other Towns. 

Of the individual diseases to which the inhabitants of Scotland are liable, 
Consumption is by far the most fatal, cutting off almost exactly three times 
as many as T'yphus Hever, which is the most fatal of all the epidemics. 
7129 persons fell victims to Phthisis, or Consumption, in Scotland during 
1855, which (allowing, as previously explained, for the proportion of non- 
specified causes) gives the proportion of 261 Deaths annually in every hun- 
dred thousand persons living, and constitutes 12°6 per cent. of the specified 
eauses of Death. This is a proportion considerably below that of England 
for the same year, which gives the Deaths from Consumption as 282 in every 
hundred thousand persons in the population. Even this, however, is far, 
very far below the mortality of the same disease in some other countries. 
In the State of Massachusetts in the United States, for instance, a five years’ 
average (1853-7) shows that Consumption proved fatal in the very high pro- 
portion of 412 Deaths annually in every hundred thousand persons in the 
population; and in the city of New York, a seven years’ average (1847-53) 
shows that the mortality from Consumption was no less than 429 Deaths 
per annum in every hundred thousand persons living. Consumption, there- 
fore, is by no means the peculiar scourge of Britain ; and the facts which are 
already known relative to its causes, tend to show, that were our sanitary 
arrangements both in Town and Country in a better state, and were means 
used to procure a fresh supply of pure air both by night and by day to our 
dwellings, the mortality from this disease might be diminished by more than 
a half. 

This is almost, indeed quite, demonstrated by the very great difference 
in the mortality from Consumption in Town and Country. ‘Thus, in the 
Mainland Districts of Scotland, the mortality from Consumption was only 
in the proportion of 201 Deaths during the year in every hundred thousand 
persons living, but in the Town Districts, 359 deaths from Consumption 
occurred among an equal population. 

It is an old tradition, which is confidently repeated at the present day, 
that the natives of the Western Isles of Scotland are remarkably free from 
Pulmonary Consumption; and it has even been stated by one who has had 
considerable experience as a medical practitioner in these Islands, that most 
of those who have fallen victims to the disease had contracted it during are- 
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sidence on the Mainland. It was hoped that the statistics procured from the 
Registers would have sufficed either to prove or to disprove this statement ; 

but, from the circumstance of there being extremely few medical practi- 
Lioniers in these Isiands, and the entries of the causes of Death being made 
by the relatives alone, not much confidence can be placed on the entries 
which record that the person died from “ Consumption.” In the Western 
Isles, it was ascertained that the word “ Consumption” was used as a common 
term to express any illness which reduced the strength and wasted the body, 
and, in fact, it was commonly applied to the decay produced by the infir- 
mities of old age. On writing, for instance, to one of the Registrars who 
had entered on his Register the Deaths of fourteen individuals as arising from 
“ Consumption,” but 10 of whom were above 60 years of age, and one indi- 
vidual past the 90th year of life, it appeared that not exceeding 3 died from 
true Pulmonary Consumption—that the whole of the rest were cut off by 
Old Age, vernacularly termed “ Consumption,” because attended with 
wasting of the body. Seeing this is the case, it is quite impossible to say what 
proportion of the Deaths assigned to “Consumption” in the Insular Districts 
have a right to be considered as cases of Pulmonary Phthisis. The 247 
Deaths entered in the Tables as Deaths from Phthisis, include all the 
cases entered on the Registers as arising from “Consumption,” as it was too 
_ late to make any corrections on them when the above facts were ascertained. 
Even thus augmented, the proportion is only 180 Deaths in every hundred 
thousand individuals living in the Western Isles, or 192 Deaths in the whole 
Insular Districts, in a like population ; or, if the correction were applied so 
far as is now practicable, by deducting all the Deaths above 65 as being in 
reality Deaths by Age and not by Phthisis, the proportion would be 157 
Deaths from Consumption i in every hundred thousand, or considerably less 
than half the mortality in the Town Districts. These proportions, it must 
be remembered, allow for the causes not specified, which in the case of the 
Insular Districts amount to nearly a third of the specified causes. It is 
necessary, however, to add, that Consumption or Phthisis is so well recog- 
nised a disease in Scotland, that,.in so far as it is concerned, it is very doubt- 
ful whether any proportion ought to have been allowed for the causes not 
specified, as the surmise 1s, that « every Death from Consumption was entered 
on the Registers. Should subsequent years’ experience prove this to have 
been the case, then the proportion of Consumption prevailing in the Western 
Islands would be much less than that stated above. 

From what has been even thus imperfectly ascertained, it is quite ap- 
parent that the Western Isles exhibit a freedom from Consumption surpassing 
that of any locality to which we send our consumptive patients; and it 
can scarcely be doubted, that, if comfortable houses, with the appliances for 
health which science has shown to be necessary, were reared in proper and 
‘sheltered sites on some of the larger and more easily accessible of these 
Islands, they might prove of far more value to the consumptive than all the 
foreign stations to which they are at present forced to resort. ‘The acces- 
sibility of these Islands, the mild winter climate they enjoy, the far greater 
humidity of the atmosphere over them—more especially during the spring 
season, when the cold, arid, easterly breezes blow over Britain, and increase 
so largely the Deaths from Consumption —and the ease with which the 
patient could be removed to them in the earlier stages of the complaint, 
when it is still curable, are recommendations to these Islands, as residences 
for the consumptive, deserving serious attention. 

But the fact is, the whole County of Argyll exhibits the same freedom 
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from Consumption as compared with other parts of Britain; for, even 
taking all the Deaths from that disease as entered on the Register, including 
that large proportion which cannot be Tubercular Phthisis, and whose ages 
run from 60 to 95, the proportion of Deaths is only 177 in every hundred 
thousand of the population; and if these Deaths be exempted, the’proportion 
will only be 131 from Consumption, in the whole County of Argyll, in every 
hundred thousand of its inhabitants. On the extensive seaward coasts, 
then, both of the mainland of Argyll and its Islands, numerous sheltered 
stations might be obtained, admirably adapted for invalid residences; having 
every advantage which nearness to the centres of population, easy and 
quick access by sea and land, and mildness of climate could afford. It must 
be remembered, however, that in the selection of such situation it is an 
absolute requisite that they be so chosen as to be quite sheltered from the 
biting north and east winds—an essential scarcely possessed by one of the 
numerous and favourite watering-places on our western shores. 

Phthisis in Scotland cut off a larger proportion of males than of females, 
inasmuch as 263 males and only 258 females died from that disease in every 
hundred thousand of the respective sexes. We must not, however, frorn 
this single fact, jump to the conclusion that the unhealthy trades of many 
of the males led to this result, because, when the fact is viewed in its proper 
light, it appears that the very opposite conclusion is the just one. In the 
general population, and from all causes, 213 males died for every 199 females 
in equal populations of either sex. If, therefore, males and females died in 
the same proportion by Phthisis, 263 male Deaths would necessitate that 
only 245 female Deaths from the same cause should occur; whereas the 
proportion of female Deaths was 258, showing an excess of 13 female Deaths 
by Consumption above the proportion of Deaths in the two sexes from all 
causes. ‘This fact, then, demonstrates that, as a whole, the male sex suffers 
less from Consumption than the female; and the very fact of the female 
mortality from that disease being so high—so much higher than the pro- 
portional female mortality from all causes—tends to confirm the conclusions 
formerly drawn, that the disease is more intimately connected with the social 
and sanitary condition of the class and locality, than on the mere trade or 
occupation pursued. This conclusion is further almost demonstrated by the 
proportion of male and female Deaths from Consumption in the Mainland, 
and consequently Rural Districts ; for there we find that males were 
only cut off in the proportion of 194 in every hundred thousand of that sex, 
whereas 208 females died from that disease during the year out of a like 
female population. The probable explanation of this fact is, that the male 
in the Rural Districts, from spending so much time in the open air, resists 
better those baneful influences to which he is exposed in his narrow, damp, 
unwholesome, unventilated dwelling, during the many hours he is obliged to 
spend in it. : : 

In the Town Districts, again, males and females were cut off by Con- 
sumption in very nearly the exact proportion in which they died from all 
causes; 367 males and 352 females dying from Phthisis in every hundred 
thousand of the respective sexes. I’rom these general facts, then, it is quite 
fair to argue that. unwholesome trades and occupations are not more pro- 
ductive of Consumption than they are of all other diseases, seeing that in 
the general population the proportional mortality of the sexes is even less 
from that disease than from all causes combined; and that, in fact, un- 
healthy trades and occupations act exactly a part analogous to an unhealthy 
site or locality, by diminishing the general health of the individuals exposed 
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to its influence, and thus rendering them more liable to the attacks of, and 
to be cut off by, whatever disease may happen to overtake them. 

The Eight Principal Towns of Scotland exhibit a mortality from 
Phthisis which would arrange them pretty much in the same order as they 
occupied when placed according to the proportion of total Deaths to the 
population. In these comparisons, it is not to be expected that the arrange- 
ment of the Towns should be uniform, more especially that of the smaller 
Towns, as the number of facts on hee the conclusions rest are too few in 
one year to give satisfactory averages. Still, they serve as valuable guides. 
The smallest mortality from Phthisis during the year was exhibited by 
Perth, the proportion of Deaths from Consumption being only 271 in every 
hundred thousand persons, In Edinburgh and Leith combined, the pro- 
portion was 302 Deaths; in Dundee, 304; in Aberdeen, 308; in "Glasgow, 
422; in Paisley, 469; and in Greenock, 494 Deaths, from Phthisis in ever y 
hundred thousand persons living. As before mentioned, Dundee appears 
in a more healthy position in this list than might have been anticipated ; 
_ but to what cause this was owing, is not apparent. 

Of the other diseases belonging to this class, Scrofula cut off 441, 
Tabes Mesenterica 535,’ and Hydrocephalus 1902 persons, during 1855 ; 
being in the respective proportions of 16, 19, and 69 Deaths in every hun- 
dred thousand persons of the population. 


Crass IV. Diseases of Brain and Nervous System. 


The Diseases of the Brain and Nervous System proved fatal to 4607 
Eps in Scotland during 1855, and thus caused in the proportion of 168 
eaths in every hundred thousand persons, or constituted 8°18 per cent. of 
the general mortality. This class of diseases, as might be expected, prov ed 
most fatal to the inhabitants of the Town Districts, but scarcely, perhaps, 
to that extent which would have been anticipated when the mental stirring 
anxieties of a Town existence are contrasted with the dreamy languor of, a 
Country life. In the Insular Districts the Deaths from the Diseases of the 
Brain were in the proportion of 97 to every hundred thousand living; in 
the Mainland Districts, in the proportion of 148 to a like population; but 
in the Town Districts, in the proportion of 213 Deaths in a similar number 
of inhabitants. 

Males, as might be expected, were cut off by these diseases in a much 
larger proportion than females—191 males, but only 148 females, dying 
from Brain Diseases in every hundred thousand of each SeX 5 and this 
difference in the proportion of the sexes was pretty uniform in the three 
great Divisions,—the proportion of males being only a little higher in the 
Lown Districts, and a little lower in the Mainland Districts, when compared 
with that of all Scotland. 

Apoplexy cut off 581 males and 460 females in Scotland during 1855; 
being in the proportion of 43 males and 32 females in every hundred 
thousand of each sex. 

Paralysis proved fatal to 660 males and 725 females during the year ; 
being in the proportion of 50 males and 50 females in every hundred 
thousand of each sex. 

98 males and 98 females died from Epilepsy; being in the proportion of 
males and 6 females in every hundred thousand persons of the population. 

Convulsions in Scotland do not seem to be such a fatal disease as in 
England, in which, after Consumption, it is the complaint which, on the 
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average of years, produced the second greatest number of Deaths. In Scot- 
land, on the other hand, only 689 Deaths occurred from it during the year, 
or in the proportion of 25 Deaths only in every hundred fiodea persons 
of the population ; ; so that, instead of being the second most fatal disease in 
Scotland, it is somewhere about the sixteenth or seventeenth only. This 
may partly arise, perhaps, from a different system of tabulation being 
adopted in England and Scotland. If in England the Deaths from Con- 
vulsions are tabulated accor ding to that which was the émmediate cause of 
Death, that would account for the different proportion assigned to Convul- 
sions in the two countries, seeing that Convulsions is frequently the wmmediate 
cause of Death in Hoopine-cough, Hydrocephalus, Enteritis, the Eruptive 
Fevers, etc. In Scotland, however, the intelligible and only correct rule 
for the tabulation of disease is laid down, that every Death from disease 
must be tabulated under the primary form of disease which attacked the 
person. Hence, an attack of Pneumonia supervening on Measles is tabu- 
lated as Measles, for this is the common way in which Measles proves 
fatal ; an attack of Convulsions proving fatal during a fit of Hooping-cough 
is registered as Hooping-cough, for without the fit of Hooping-cough there 
would have been no Convulsions; and, not to multiply instances, Deaths 
from the increase of dropsical symptoms caused by Organic Disease of the 
Heart, are tabulated as Heart Disease,—the Dropsy being a mere symptom 
(though the fatal one) of the real Organic Disease in the Heart. Male 
children are more liable to suecumb to oeralaes: than female; 30 males 
and only 20 females having been cut off in every hundred thousand of the 
respective sexes. 


Cuass V. Diseases of the Heart and Organs of Circulation. 


The Diseases of the Circulating System proved fatal to 2007 persons, 
and thus cut off in the proportion of 73 persons in every hundred thousand 
pune during the year. In the Insular Districts only 29 Deaths, in the 

ainland Districts’ 63 Deaths, but in the Town Districts 96 Deaths, 
occurred from this class of diseases in every hundred thousand persons 
living. From this very striking disparity, one would be apt to conclude 
that a quiet unagitating existence, like that spent by the greater proportion 
of the Insular inhabitants, gave a man the best chance of escaping from 
that class of diseases; and, no doubt, to a considerable extent it does so, only 
not to the extent shown by the above proportions, as may be proved by one 
single fact. In the Town Districts, where medical aid can easily be pro- 
cured, and medical certificates are given, a very large proportion of the 
cases which in the Insular Districts would be entered on the Registers as 
Deaths from “ Dropsy,” are recognised to be Dropsy dependent on Diseased 
Heart, and are registered and tabulated under ‘the present class ; and 
accordingly, as previously pointed out, instead of Dropsy appearing to be 
less frequent in the Insular than in the Town Districts, it appears to be 
more prevalent and fatal; while, from the cases of Dropsy which depended 
on Diseased Heart not being registered and tabulated as such, the proportion 
of Deaths from Diseases of the Or gans of Circulation appears to be less than 
it is in the Insular Districts. Still, even making every allowance for this, it 
will be seen that the Deaths from ‘Diseases of the Circulatory Organs are 
much less in the Insular and Mainland Districts than in the Towns, though 
perhaps not greater than the general difference in the proportion of Deaths 
- from all causes. 
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Crass VI. Diseases of the Respiratory Organs. 


The inflammatory Diseases of the Respiratory Organs proved the third 
most fatal class of diseases,—cutting off in Scotland, during the year 1855, 
no less than 7075 persons, or in the proportion of 258 Deaths in every 
hundred thousand persons, and thus constituted 124 per cent. of the specified 
causes of Death. ‘This class of diseases is far most fatal to those up in years, 
and next to infants; while those from 10 to 15 years of age enjoy an 
immunity from them which strikingly contrasts with the mortality at other 
periods of life. Thus, besides the 10 Deaths from these diseases whose ages 
were not ascertained, 2502 were under 5 years of age, 222 were between 
5 and 10 years, only 77 between 10 and 15 years, 124 between 15 and 20 
years, 667 between 20 and 40, 1239 between 40 and 60, 1917 between 
60 and 80, and 327 above 80 years of age. 

The relative proportion of Deaths from Diseases of the Respiratory 
Organs in the three great Districts of Scotland varied greatly; being much 
lowest in the mild, damp climate of the Insular Districts, and very much 
higher in the Town Districts, where one would almost have expected their 
mortality to have been less, seeing that a Town population is, on the whole, so 
much better housed and protected from sudden atmospheric changes than 
are the inhabitants of the Country. In the Insular Districts, Diseases of the 
Respiratory Organs proved fatal in the proportion of 183 Deaths in every 
hundred thousand persons; in the Mainland Districts, in the proportion of 
202 Deaths in a like population; but in the Town Districts, in the high 
proportion of 362 Deaths in every hundred thousand persons living, or 
nearly exactly double the ratio of Deaths in the Insular Districts. 

As Scotland partakes of the nature of an Insular climate to a much greater 
extent than England, it is interesting to see the eftect of that milder, damper 
climate (more especially i in the winter and spring months, when the mortality 
from these diseases is highest) in keeping the proportion of Deaths from 
these diseases lower than that of England. Thus, during 1855, while 
Scotland only had 258 Deaths from these diseases in every hundred thousand 
of her inhabitants, England had 843 Deaths from the same diseases in a 
like number of her population. The combined effect, therefore, of locality 
and atmospheric influences is thus proved to be very great on this class of 
diseases. 

Of the individual diseases under this class, Bronchitis proved the most 
fatal, cutting off 3036 persons in Scotland during the year, or in the propor- 
tion of 111 Deaths in every hundred thousand persons living, thus consti- 
tuting 5°39 per cent. of the specified causes of Death. It thus appears that 
(excluding the Deaths by the natural decay of Old Age), in Scotland, Bron- 
chitis follows Consumption as the next most fatal of the diseases to which 
the inhabitants are liable. The extreme severity of the season of 1855 may 
have had the effect of increasing considerably the usual number of Deaths 
from that complaint; but, making every allowance for this, it will probably 
be found always to eonkinai one of the most fatal of the diseases in Scot- 
land. Bronchitis, however, in so far as one year allows any conclusion to 
be drawn, does not appear to be so fatal in Scotland as in England ; : seeing 
that in the latter country the Deaths in 1855, from that disease, were in 
. the proportion of 146 in every hundred thousand persons of the population, 
but in Scotland only 111 in a like population. 

Pneumonia, or Inflammation of the Lungs, was the next most fatal 


disease of this class, cutting off 2094 persons in Scotland during the year, .

or in the proportion of 76 Deaths in every hundred thousand of the popula- 
tion. ‘This was little more than half the mortality from that disease in 
England during the same year, where 140 Deaths from Pneumonia occurred 
in every hundred thousand persons. 

These two diseases, Bronchitis and Pneumonia—and, indeed, all the 
inflammatory affections of the Respiratory Organs——have their prevalence 
and fatality almost entirely reoulated by the temperature of the atmosphere ; 
the Deaths therefrom steadily increasing with a fall in temperature, and as 
steadily declining under an increase of the same. ‘This ascertained fact 
eannot, however, be shown for the year 1855, in consequence of the want of 
a staff sufficient to extract from the Registers all the information which would 
prove useful to the public. | 


Cuass VII. Diseases of the Digestive Organs. 


Diseases of the Digestive Organs proved fatal to 4326 persons, or in the 
proportion of 158 Deaths in every hundred thousand persons, and thus con- 
stituted 7:6 per cent. of the specified causes of Death. ‘This is a proportion 
considerably higher than that of England for the same year, where the 
Deaths from this class of diseases were in the proportion of 124 in every 
hundred thousand persons of the population. This result is one which every 
medical practitioner could have predicted ; seeing that the coarser food of the 
native of Scotland, and the less attention paid to its preparation by cooking, 
cause a much larger proportion of Stomach and Bowel Complaints than in 
the sister Kingdom. The fatality of these complaints was greater in the 
male than could be accounted for by the different rate of mortality in the 
two sexes—seeing that males died in the proportion of 173 in every hundred 
thousand males, but only 144 females in a like number of females ; whereas, 
had the relative proportion of Deaths in the sexes been the same as from all 
causes, the female Deaths would have been 161, and not only 144. It can 
scarcely be doubted that the higher mortality in the male sex from this class 
of diseases iscaused by the much larger quantity of ardent spirits which 
the men consume, and which, with them, is a fruitful cause of Stomach 
‘Complaints. 


Crass VIII. Diseases of the Urinary Organs. 


Kidney and-Urinary Diseases proved fatal to 679 persons in. Scotland 
in 1855, being in the proportion of 24 Deaths from such diseases in every 
hundred thousand persons of the population. It is a somewhat remarkable 
circumstance that this is almost the only class of diseases in which the same 
proportional mortality occurred in the Insular, the Mainland, and the Town 
Districts. But if locality had little effect on the mortality from Diseases of 
the Urinary Organs, sex had much; for, while males were cut off in the 
proportion of 37 in every hundred thousand, only 13 females died from the 
same diseases in a like number of females. ‘This proportion was much 
greater in some of the Districts of Scotland than in others. ‘Thus, in the 
Insular Districts 45 males died of these complaints for every 5 females ; in 
the Mainland Districts, 36 males died for every 12 females; and in the Town 
Districts, 37 males for every 16 females, in every hundred thousand of the 
_ respective sexes of each District. It seems at first sight difficult to account 
for this great disparity in the fatality of these diseases in the two sexes; 
but any one who has had tolerably extensive practice among the natives of 
Scotland well knows that many of the Kidney and Urinary Diseases owe 
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their origin to the abuse, as well as to the use, of alcoholic drinks; and to this 
cause it seems reasonable to refer the peculiarity referred to. 


Crass [X. Uterine Diseases and Childbirth. 


This class of diseases proved fatal to 493 women during 1855, or in the 
proportion of 18 Deaths in every hundred thousand of the general popula- 
tion; the English proportion being 16 in a like population for the same year. 

Childbirth is the chief cause of Death in this class of diseases ; but, in 
order to ascertain what is the proportion in which it proves fatal, the Deaths 
from Metria (Childbed Fever) must be added. It may be remarked, that it 
is against the only correct rule for the tabulation of the Deaths to arrange 
Metria under the Epidemic Diseases. [Excepting in being capable of being 
communicated by contagion from one to another woman who is in childbed, it 
has no right to be placed among the Zymotic Diseases; for it is never a primary 
disease, but always a secondary, and can only occur as a secondary—being 
exactly in the same relation to Childbirth as Flooding, Convulsions, Rupture 
of Uterus, Death from Exhaustion, etc., during Childbirth. Including, then, 
the Deaths from Metria with those of Childbirth, 510 women died from the 
effects of Childbirth in Scotland in 1855 ; giving the proportion of 34 Deaths 
in every hundred thousand females of the population, or rather more than 
twice the mortality from the same cause in England. Can this striking fact 
be explained ? | 

In nothing does England and Scotland differ more than in the supply 
of qualified medical practitioners to its Rural and Insular Districts. With 
the exception of some half dozen stations, nearly the whole Insular Districts 
and a large number of the Mainland Districts are unprovided with qualified 
medical practitioners ; so that, if anything goes wrong during Childbirth, the 
mother’s life is almost sure to fall a sacrifice to the meddling interference of 
the ignorant neighbours or self-taught midwife. This, however, it is feared, 
will scarcely account for the circumstance ; for it is found that, combining the 
Deaths from Childbirth and Metria, 83 in every hundred thousand were cut 
off by these affections in the Insular Districts, where medical aid is unattain- 
able by the great majority ; while in the Rural Districts of the Mainland, 
where there is a fair average supply of medical practitioners, the mortality 
was nearly the very same. 

There is, therefore, only another difference between the inhabitants of 
England and of Scotland which seems capable of explaining the circum- 
stance, and that is, the difference in race. A very large proportion of the 
inhabitants of Scotland consist of what is usually styled the Celtic race, 
either in an unmixed state, or crossed by intermarriages with the Picts, 
Saxons, and other races who make up our population. The osseous pecu- 
liarities of that race are, the skull flattened laterally (that is, comparatively 
speaking), and the consequent greater antero-posterior elongation of the 
cranium ; while the women of the race, not to mention other peculiarities, 
though broader-shouldered than the fair Saxon, have a well-known smaller- 
sized, or rather narrower, pelvis. It might be well worthy of inquiry, there- 
fore, by those who have the opportunity, whether these peculiarities have 
anything to do with the greater mortality of the Scottish female in child- 
birth, for which, otherwise, we are quite unable to account. 
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Cuass XII. Debdility. Premature Birth. 


Under this class are arranged all the Deaths which occur from the 
infant being prematurely born, or, from want of vitality, dying at or shortly 
after Birth. 2068 children, during the year, entered this world just to open 
their eyes and then close them for ever in death. 1136 of these were males, 
and 932 females; so that the proportion of the sexes was 122 males to every 
100 females, a much greater proportion of males than in the general Births. 
This striking fact shows that the male tendency to Death is far greater than 

that of the female, not only from the moment of Birth, but even, it might be 
said, in the womb. ‘This fact would have been rendered apparent had the 
Sill-Births been registered, but no provision has been made by the Act for 
the Registration of such. It may, however, be interesting to state, that the 
Statistics published on this subject by Quetelet, show that among the Still- 
born 122 males were born for every 100 females,—the very proportion of 
sexes which the Deaths from Debility at Birth were at in Scotland during 
1855. : 


Crass XV. Age. 


The very large number of 5685 Deaths from Age, without apparent 
disease, was registered in Scotland during 1855, giving the proportion of 
208 Deaths in every hundred thousand inhabitants, or 10 per cent. of the 
Deaths. During the same year, in England, the proportion of Deaths from 
Age was only 160 in a like population. Of the above number, 2136 were 
males, 3549 females; showing that in every hundred thousand of the respec- 
tive sexes 164 males, but 248 females, died from Age. 

Unlike the diseases, the proportion of persons dying from Old Age was 
much higher in the Insular and Mainland than in the Town Districts; for 
while, in the Town Districts, only 177 persons in every hundred thousand 
died from Old Age, 216 died in the Mainland Districts, and 361 in the In- 
sular Districts. As formerly stated, however, when commenting on the 
Deaths from Consumption, a large proportion of the Deaths above 60 entered 
on the Registers as “ Consumption” were really those of Old Age; and if 
these were added to the Deaths from Age in the Insular Districts, the pro- 
portion would be 397 Deaths from Age in every hundred thousand inhabi- 
tants. ; 

These facts, taken in connection with all that has been stated relative 
to the smaller mortality prevailing in the Insular and Rural Districts, show 
clearly how very much the sanitary science has yet to effect before the 
mortality of our Towns is reduced to that prevailing in the Country. That 
it could be reduced to the level or average of that now prevailing in the 
Mainland Rural Districts can scarcely be doubted, especially when it. is 
seen that so much of the disease which prevails in these rural parts is caused, 
or rather courted, and spread, and rendered fatal, by the neglect of the 
simplest and cheapest sanitary precautions. No one can have visited the 
Rural Districts of Scotland without being struck with the filthy state in 
which most of the cottages of the peasantry are kept. Damp earthen floors, 
low roofs covered with thatch—a fixed window of small size, which gives” 
little light and no ventilation, and in many of the Highland and Insular 
Districts no chimney for the smoke from the fire to escape—a pool before 
the door, into which every fluid refuse is thrown, and which exhales a chok- 
ing putrid exhalation during all the warmer months of the year—a pig-stye 
er dunghill iy to the wall of the house behind,—these do not combine 
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the elements of health; and hence, even in the Districts most favoured by 
Nature, diseases which ought to be almost unknown to the inhabitants 
decimate their numbers, and reduce the health, and consequent ability to 
work, of those who for afwhile are spared. 


Cruass XVII. Violent Deaths. 


The Deaths by Violent Causes cut off 1913 persons in Scotland during 
1855, or in the proportion of 70 persons in every hundred thousand inhabi- 
tants. ‘This is a proportion considerably lower than;that of England for 
the same year, where the Violent Deaths were in the proportion of 82 
Deaths in every hundred thousand persons. The great mass of the Deaths 
tabulated in this class result from Fractures and Contusions, from Drowning, 
and from Burns and Scalds; and, though the proportion of these forms of 
Violent Death differs to a great extent in the three Great Divisions of 
Scotland, it is surprising how very near the general mortality from that 
class is in the Insular, Mainland, and Town Districts. Thus, in the Insular 
Districts Violent Deaths cut off in the proportion of 63 persons in every 
hundred thousand, 66 in the Mainland Districts, and 77 in the Town 
Districts. 

As might be expected, men were cut off by these Violent Causes in a 
much larger proportion than females; for, while 1410 males, only 503 females 
died from their effects during the year; being in the proportion of 109 
male Deaths, but only 35 female Deaths from these causes, in every hundred 
thousand persons of the respective sexes. 

617 Deaths in Scotland during 1855 resulted from Fractures and 
Contusions, being at the rate of 22 Deaths in every hundred thousand 
persons. Bodily injuries from these causes are, however, much less frequent 
in the Insular Districts, where there are no railroads, and few manufac- 
tories, quarries, or mines ; and, accordingly, Fractures and Contusions only 
pk fatal to 10 in every hundred thousand persons in the Insular Districts, 

ut to 20 in Mainland, and to 26 in the Town Districts, in a like popula- 
tion. Men, as might be expected, suffered much more severely from 
Fractures and Contusions than women; inasmuch as 513 males, but only 
104 females, were killed by these causes during 1855; being in the pro- 
portion of 39 males, but only 7 females, in every hundred thousand of the 
respective sexes. 

440 persons were drowned during the year, béing in the proportion of 
16 Deaths in every hundred thousand living. Contrary to what was 
observed with regard to Fractures and Contusions, by far the greatest pro- 
portion of Deaths by Drowning occurred in the Insular Districts, 26 Deaths 
by Drowning having occurred in every hundred thousand living; whereas 
in the Mainland, and also in the Town Districts, the proportion was only 
15 respectively in like populations. Of the 440 Deaths by Drowning, 374 
were males, and only 66 females. 

Of the remaining Deaths by Violence, 311 were produced by Burns 
and Scalds; and it is somewhat remarkable that the proportion of such 
‘Deaths in the Insular, Mainland, and Town Districts of Scotland is the 
very same, viz., 11 Deaths in every hundred thousand living; from which 
we might be inclined to conclude that the Deaths from accidents were 
under as fixed laws as those from diséase. 

During this, the first, year of Registration in Scotland, the entries m 
the Registers relative to the Violent. Deaths were not given with that 
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minuteness which was requisite to enable the Deaths by accident to be 
distinguished from those caused by murder or by suicide. In such circum- 
stances, it would only convey a false impression as to the comparative 
prevalence of suicide in Scotland, were attempts to be made from such 
imperfect data to construct Tables which would contrast with those of 
England; for, though it is highly probable that suicide will be found to be 
less prevalent in Scotland trom the mere circumstance that the Deaths 
from violence of all kinds are less common than in England, erroneous 
Tables are not the way in which such a fact is to be determined. 

; Before quitting the subject of the fatal diseases, it may prove interesting 

to compare the 12 most fatal diseases of Scotland with the 12 which proved 
most fatal in England during the same year. These are set forth in the 
accompanying Tables; the diseases being arranged in the order of their 
fatality.

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INFLUENCE OF EXTERNAL AGENCIES ON THE MORTALITY. 











Besides the specific diseases, which are the more immediate gateways 
(or trap-doors) through which our race drops into the grave, there are other 
agencies which powerfully modify these diseases, and their action on man- 
kind. Of these, the most important to consider are, the state of trade 
(including the question as to the wages paid, and the fulness of the occupa- 
tion), the price and quality of the provisions, and the weather. 

It is a well ascertained fact, that a bad harvest, which raises the price 
of all kinds of provisions, is in general attended by an increased mortality ; 
for, though the wages of those in full employment may advance somewhat 
in proportion to the increased price of the provisions, yet so many of the 
lower classes are so close at all times on the starving point, that the smallest 
rise in the price of provisions tells on them, and through insufficient 
nourishment they die in much greater numbers under any and every disease 
with which they may be seized. 

The year 1855 was not, however, one in which trade was dull, or 
employment for the working classes scarce, as is best proved by the sums 
which were deposited by the working classes in the savings’ banks during 
that year; for both the number of depositors, and the sums deposited in 
these banks during that year in Scotland, considerably stcesded those of 
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both 1854 and 1856—the previous and subsequent years—as will be seen 


by the subjoined Table. Whatever the year 1855 was, therefore, in other. 
respects, it was a year of prosperity for the working classes. Let us see,. 


then, how the year stood with regard to the supply and price of provisions. 
The subjoined Tables of the supply of animal food—both of cattle and fish 
_—during the year 1855, shows that these necessaries of life were abundant 
during the year, exceeding that of the two subsequent years; and as the 
supply almost exactly keeps pace with the demand, this fact proves that 
during 1855 the people felt no want, and had a sufficient supply within their 
reach of nitrogenous, or muscle-producing food. Were we to judge of the 
relative scarcity or. abundance of food by the price of wheat alone, con- 
siderable error might be committed ; inasmuch as it so happened that wheat 
attained its maximum average price in the year 1855, being considerably 
dearer that year than during several previous or subsequent years. Thus 
its price per quarter rose from the average of 52s. 11d. in 1853, to 74s. 8d. 
in 1855; after which it fell to 69s. 2d. in 1856, and to 56s. 4d. in 1857. 
The prices of the other grains, however, and of potatoes, did not follow the 
same law as wheat; for, while the prices of oats, rye, beans, and peas 
were very little higher than in subsequent years, barley and potatoes were 
considerably lower in price. As in Scotland wheat is but little used by a 
great mass of the people—oats, barley, peas, and potatoes being the substi- 
tutes—the high. price of wheat could have little or no influence on the 
mortality ; and, as it has been shown that trade was good, wages high, 
labour abundant, and the great staples of food cheaper than in other years, 
we are forced to arrive at the conclusion, that any excess of Deaths during 
the year was not, at all events, caused by want of food,—that, in fact, in

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so far as these elements are concerned, the year 1855 was one of prosperity 
and abundance. 

We know, however, that the year 1855 was one of high comparative 
mortality. In our review of the diseases which prevailed during the year, 
we have seen that that high mortality could not be ascribed to the peculiar 
prevalence or fatality of any one disease in particular. We have further 
seen, that of the external agencies, it cannot be ascribed to the depressing 
effects arising from stagnation of trade, and the consequent inability of the 
labouring classes to provide sufficient food and clothing, nor yet can it be 
ascribed to the high price or the scarcity of wholesome food. Only one 
cause, therefore, remains to account for it, viz., Weather. Let us now inquire 
whether any circumstances relative to weather existed in 1855, which will 
satisfactorily account for the comparative high mortality of that year. 

That the mortality, or number of Deaths, is greatly influenced by the 
kind of weather which prevails, has been long known, but till recently this 
subject has not received half the attention which it deserves; and yet the 
influence of weather, but more especially temperature and amount of mois- 
ture in the air, both in the production of diseases and in increasing their 
fatality, is far more striking and far more powerful than any other known 
cause. One fallacy, however, which runs through almost all inquiries into 
this subject, has been the idea that atmospheric agencies must have the same 
action in all parts of the world, irrespective of climate, locality, and race. 
This, however, is by no means the case. That which observation may prove 
to be the law of the influence of weather on the mortality in Britain, will 
not apply to countries situated under different latitudes, or even in the 
same latitude, if the locality be greatly different. Hach country, in fact, 
must endeavour to find out for itself the influence of weather on its mortality, 
as the laws which regulate it are modified by so many different circum- 
stances from what they are in other countries. As a general rule, however,

it will be found that countries which are adjoining, and whose atmospheric 
phenomena are, as a whole, regulated by the same laws, will conform more 
than those whose atmospheric phenomena are directed by different agencies. 

It is from neglecting to make this discrimination that we find it con- 
stantly asserted by writers, that “‘ epidemics seem to be generally combined 
with summer or hot weather ;” and hence, without examining the facts for 
themselves, sanitary inquirers in this country repeat the same stereotyped 
phrase, and attribute every epidemic to the existence of fetid exhalations 
from drains, cesspools, etc. Were this the case in this country, it would be 
found that epidemics would chiefly rage when the heat was greatest, when 
alone these putrid emanations are rife; but the fact stares us in the face, 
that, excepting one single class of diseases—viz., Bowel Complaints—the 
prevalence and fatality of almost all other epidemics in this country abates, 
and is at a minimum, during our warmest months ; and the still stronger, be- 
cause direct, fact, is now clearly proved, that the prevalence and fatality of 
all the ordinary epidemics in this country increases with the increase of cold 
—increases as the supposed putrid exhalations become less virulent, or are 
quite arrested. 

Let us first, however, look at the influence of temperature on the total 
Deaths, and endeavour to ascertain whether in this country it is heat or cold 
~ which is most to be dreaded; whether it is heat or cold which gives rise to 
the greatest number of Deaths. The accompanying Table shows the mean 
temperature of each month of 1855, together with the corrected number of 
Deaths; each month being reduced to 30 days, and, for facility of reference, 
there is added the per centage which the Deaths during each month bear to the 
total Deaths during the year. From this it will be seen, that the connection 
between temperature and the number of Deaths is of the closest kind; that 
the coldest month is also the most fatal, and that each month yields a num- 
ber of Deaths nearly exactly proportioned to its coldness ; and that, contrary 
to the assertion of all writers on sanitary matters, the Deaths do not increase 
with the heat, but constantly and rapidly diminish ;—that, in fact, in this 
country, it is cold which kills, and not heat. ‘This Table then shows, in the 
most unmistakeable of all forms, the fatal effects of reduction of temperature. 
‘The last month of the year 1854 had a mean temperature of 36°. But the 
low temperature, when it first sets in, takes some time to exert its hurtful

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effects to the fullextent. Accordingly, though the mean temperature during 
January 1855 was the same as that of December 1854, viz., 36°, the mor- 
tality increased to 5621. IJXeen frost, however, occurred in February, ac- 
companied with cold north-easterly winds, and deep falls of snow, so that 
the mean temperature of the month only reached the average of 27°; and 
so deadly did this low temperature react on the population, that the corrected 
Deaths amounted to 7747. March still remained a cold month; the mean 
temperature of the month only rose to 86°; but this degree of cold acting on 
frames previously weakened by the preceding low temperature, produced a 
greater mortality than in January, when the mean temperature was the 
same, and the corrected Deaths amounted to 6310. After this, the temper- 
ature slowly rose, giving a mean of 44° both during April and May; the 
keen east and north-east winds during these months appearing quite to 
neutralize the heating effects of the sun’s rays. The mortality during these 
months was therefore 5324 in April, and 5203 in May. The mean tempera- 
ture of June was 95°, and the number of corrected Deaths 4624; so that, 
as the heat increased, the Deaths diminished. The temperature still went 
on improving, attaining a mean of 60° during July, when the corrected 
Deaths fell to 4330. During that year, instead of August being warmer 
than July, it was 3° deorees cooler, or 57°; so that the usual autumnal 
Bowel Complaints, which always appear when the temperature exceeds 60°, 
scarcely manifested themselves, and the Deaths still continued to diminish, 
so that the corrected Deaths only amounted to 4313 during the month. 
During September, the mean temperature was 52°; and on this, the month 
when, if at all, epidemics should have been raging and decimating the popu- 
lation, if there was any truth in the assertions of the theoretic sanitarians, 
the Deaths attained their minimum for the year, and only numbered 4037 
during the month. After this the mortality increased with the fall of mean 
temperature, till the corrected Deaths in December reached 5238, with a 
mean temperature of 35°. In Scotland, therefore, the mean temperature 
most favourable to health is when it is not above 60°, nor below 50° Fahren- 
heit. 

Now, supposing it be taken for granted that the year 1855 manifested 
the usual influence of temperature on the mortality of the selon eal of 
Scotland—and it quite agrees with all we then we 
have not to dread an increased mortality with a rise of feat anh ie as high as 
we. usually have it, but we have to look in every case for a reduction in the 
number of Deaths. The fact is, the monthly mean temperature in Scotland 
very rarely rises above 60°, even during our warmest months, July and 
August; and it is only when the temperature keeps at or above 60° for 
any considerable period, that any tendency is ever observed to an in- 
creased mortality. When the temperature, however, keeps at or above 60° 
during July and August, a slight increase of the Deaths is observed, solely 
dependent on Bowel Complaints, viz., Diarrhoea, Dysentery, and Ahomnal 
Cholera ; but in no case, so far as-yet observed, dependent on other epidemics. 
These Bowel Complaints are the epidemics in Scotland which increase with 
increase of temperature ; almost all the other “epidemics seem subject, to a 
very great extent, to the same laws which rule the eemary Deaths, viz., 
they increase in ‘nomber as the temperature falls below 50° Fahrenheit. 
Unfortunately, from the want of a sufficient statistical ctatt, this important 
fact cannot be shown for 1855; but the fact has been pointed out for other 
years, so that there can be no dons on the subject. 

If such be the case with Scotland, how, it may be asked, has the state- 
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ment originated that epidemics, and of course increased mortality, are 
generally associated with summer or hot weather? If we look to the in- 
fluence of season on the population of those countries which are situated in 
warmer latitudes, and which enjoy a continental climate, the explanation is 
at once apparent. With them, the cool months, as might be expected, are 
the healthy ones, while the warmer months are the unhealthy ones. And 
even the observations made in these favoured temperate lands suggest the 
cause of this; for even here we find that the moment the mean monthly 
temperature rises above 60°, diseases are induced by the heat which prove 
fatal to the population nearly in the exact ratio of the rise of mean monthly 
temperature above 60°. The accompanying Table, showing the monthly 
Deaths in the City of New York and the State of Massachusetts, in the 
United States, for a series of years, together with the mean monthly tem- 
perature of the same years as taken at New York, will serve as a good 
example of the baneful effects of a rise of mean temperature above 60° on the 
health of the population. Here it will be observed, that while the mean 
temperature rises from the freezing point the Deaths diminish, as in Scot- 
land, till the mean monthly temperature reaches 60° Fahr.; but from the 
moment that the mean temperature rises above that point, the number of 
Deaths begins to increase, and during the warmest months attains a maxi- 
mum nearly double that of the cooler months, and continués high so long as 
the mean temperature is above 60°. . As the diseases induced by a high 
temperature, however, take some time to run their course, the first month 
when the mean temperature rises above 60° does not exhibit anything like 
_ the full amount of the destructive action of the heat; and from the same 
cause, the cooler month, which succeeds the hot ones, contains among its 
Deaths a considerable proportion of those whose diseases were induced by 
the hot weather. Hence at New York, June, though a hot month, ex- 
hibits but a slight increase of Deaths, while in July and August the 
number of Deaths is nearly doubled; and it is not till the cool month of 
November that they have subsided so far as to allow the minimum mor- 
tality for the year to be attained. With the setting in of winter, however,

These are the latest statistics we have received from these places. It is necessary to state that 
the mean temperature, as given above, does not correspond with that given in the Reports them- 
selves, but are corrected to the true temperatures by only taking the thermometer observations 
made at corresponding hours of the morning and evening—leaving out the readings at 2 P.M., a8 
they have no corresponding midnight readings. 
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the Deaths again increase, as in this country,—attaining their winter maxi- 
mum in March, as in several of the Continental States of Europe. In 
these warm regions, however, where the summer or autumnal mortality 
rises so very high, the winter maximum mortality never nearly approaches 
that of the hot season. 

The Continental States of Kurope, though so far under the same mor- 
tality law as to season as Scotland, exhibit peculiarities due to their con- 
tinental sites, and to their position with regard to the surrounding seas 
and latitude. Thus in Belgium, the month of greatest mortality is not 
February, but January. In France and Geneva, the most fatal month is 
March. But as we go northward, and to countries which have a more 
purely continental climate, as Saxony, we find a double winter maximum 
occurs ; the first and most deadly month being February, as in Scotland, 
and the second deadly month is April, not far behind February in the number 
of its daily Deaths. When we go farther north, however, we find that 
February ceases to be the most fatal month; and April, which was fore- 
shadowed in Saxony as a deadly month, becomes far the most deadly 
month of the year. Thus in Sweden, the Deaths during April greatly 
exceed those of any other month, and March is the second most fatal month 
of the year. 

Now these countries, though so far agreeing with Scotland in the general 
law of weather, as affecting mortality, in that their greatest number of 
Deaths occurs during winter, also evidence a tendency to conform to that 
law which appears more especially to regulate the mortality of hotter re- 
gions, in that the mortality increases in them to a slight extent during the 
two warmest months of the year, when the mean temperature rises above 
60° Fahr.; so that during August and September in these countries a 
slight, but distinct, increase of the Deaths is observed.
